Where  We  Refuse 
to  Compromise 

The  American  Legion  is  sometimes 
accused  of  taking  a  hard  line  and  be- 
ing inflexible  when  it  comes  to  matters 
concerning  this  nation's  security.  Crit- 
ics say  we  are  not  willing  to  compro- 
mise and  make  the  concessions  that 
have  to  be  made  to  promote  peace. 

They  are  partially  correct.  We  do 
take  a  firm  position  when  our  na- 
tional security  is  involved.  However, 
we  do  not  think  that  some  of  the 
compromises  and  concessions  they 
want  will  assure  peace.  Indeed  we  are 
in  jeopardy  because  of  certain  con- 
cessions and  compromises  that  were 
made  in  the  past. 

That  is  why  The  American  Legion 
takes  a  firm  stand  on  the  following 
issues: 

1.  We  cannot  afford  to  be  second 
to  any  nation  with  regard  to  national 
defense.  Being  in  second  place  does 
not  lessen  the  danger  of  war  but  en- 
courages aggression. 

2.  Treaties  with  the  Soviet  Union 
should  concede  nothing  that  might  in 
any  way  lessen  our  ability  to  defend 
ourselves.  And  in  the  light  of  past  ex- 
perience with  the  USSR  we  should 
not  accept  agreements  on  faith  alone. 

3.  We  should  do  nothing  that  will 
in  any  way  enhance  the  military  and 
economic  strength  of  unfriendly  na- 
tions. Castro's  Cuba  is  a  case  in 
point. 

4.  We  should  stand  by  nations 
which  have  proved  their  friendship 


for  the  United  States,  particularly 
when  those  nations  are  threatened  by 
communism.  What  we  did  to  Taiwan 
is  the  sort  of  thing  we  oppose. 

Because  of  our  stand  on  these  and 
other  matters  we  are  often  denounced 
as  hawks,  and  we  are  sometimes  even 
depicted  as  monsters  actually  hoping 
for  another  war. 

This,  I  suppose,  is  a  logical  as- 
sumption on  the  part  of  those  who 
have  no  first-hand  knowledge  of  war. 
They  have  a  distorted  mental  image 
of  veterans  as  people  who  "never  had 
it  so  good"  as  when  they  were  in 
uniform  and  who  would  like  nothing 
better  than  to  live  through  another 
war. 

If  there  are  any  such  veterans  I  have 
yet  to  meet  them.  Military  service 
had  some  light  moments  and  veter- 
ans can  laugh  over  some  of  the  mem- 
ories of  those  times.  However,  for 
most  veterans  war  was  a  pretty  se- 
rious business  and  for  many  it  was 
a  horrible  experience.  Legionnaires 
want  no  repeat  performances  of  what 
they  and  their  comrades  endured  in 
the  wars  that  made  them  eligible  for 
membership  in  this  organization. 

Many  of  them,  in  fact,  bear  scars 
that  are  a  daily  reminder  to  them  that 
war  is  indeed  hell,  and  they  want  no 
part  of  it  for  themselves  or  their  chil- 
dren. 

During  the  past  decade  we  have 
heard  the  word  detente  used  fre- 
quently, and  it  has  been  proclaimed 
by  political  leaders  and  diplomats 
as  the  way  to  peace.  Unfortunately, 
by  now  the  word  has  lost  much  of  the 
magic  it  once  possessed  and  many 
Americans  have  become  disillusioned 
with  it.  Detente  did  indeed  lessen 
tensions  but  it  also  caused  us  to  let 
our  guard  down  as  we  were  assured 
that  there  was  little  need  for  mili- 
tary supremacy  since  treaties  meant 
there  was  not  much  likelihood  of  war. 
While  we  did  not  drop  out  of  the 
arms  race  we  slowed  our  pace  and 
we  are  steadily  falling  behind. 

Therein  lies  the  danger.  As  the  So- 
viet Union  continues  to  pull  ahead 
of  us  in  men  and  materiel  we  become 
increasingly  vulnerable  to  the  kind 
of  threats  and  blackmail  that  the 
USSR  has  used  repeatedly  against 
other  weak  nations. 

In  view  of  the  Soviet  way  of  doing 
things,  the  time  may  come  when 
there  will  be  another  crisis  on  the

Old  Village  Shop.  1979 
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The  Many  Weaknesses  of 

and  how  they  can  be  exploited  if  we  have  the  wilL 


The  Soviet  Union  is  a  nation  that  is  far  from  united  ethnically  or  otherwise. 
Differences  in  thinking  are  exemplified  by  Marx  and  Solzhenitsyn.

Are  the  Russians  really  10  feet  tall? 
It's  an  old  question,  and  it  usually 
brings  the  wrong  answer  because 
most  of  those  who  ask  it  are  think- 
ing of  both  the  question  and  the 
answer  in  the  wrong  terms. 

Military  power  is  only  one  aspect 
of  a  country's  total  power.  There  are 
other  factors  as  well,  and  very  often 
these  are  ignored.  The  truth  is  that 
the  home  base  of  Soviet  power  is 
weak  and  vulnerable  and  that  the 
Russians  could  be  cut  down  to  size 
and  even  defeated  if  we  (the  United 
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States  and  its  allies)  made  a  con- 
certed effort  to  understand  the  Soviet 
challenge  and  do  something  about  it. 

If  you  take  the  overall  view  of 
Soviet  power,  this  is  the  picture  that 
comes  out  (slightly  oversimplified, 
but  accurate  all  the  same) : 

1.  Military.  The  Soviet  Union  is 
now  No.  1  in  effective  military  pow- 
er, and  the  U.S.  has  slipped  to  No. 
2.  The  SALT  II  Treaty  (limiting  the 
super-powers'  strategic  weapons),  if 
ratified  by  Congress,  would  in  my 
view  perpetuate  Soviet  superiority. 

2.  Subversive.  In  all  departments 
of  clandestine  action  (espionage,  sub- 


version, terrorism,  psychological  war- 
fare, propaganda,  the  use  of  surro- 
gates, such  as  the  Cubans  in  Africa) 
the  USSR  is  of  course  streets  ahead; 
in  most  of  these  areas,  the  United 
States  has  simply  dropped  out  of  the 
race. 

3.  Will.  Again,  no  comparison.  The 
old  men  in  the  Kremlin  know  exact- 
ly what  they  want — to  extend  Soviet 
power  over  the  whole  world — that  is, 
over  all  areas  that  still  escape  their 
control  and  which  I  call  collectively 
the  "Target  Area".  Their  nerve  wa- 
vered somewhat  when  President  Ken- 
nedy stood  up  to  Nikita  Krushchev 
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over  the  Cuba-based  missiles  in 
1962,  but  Krushchev's  colleagues  put 
that  right  two  years  later  by  ousting 
him. 

On  the  American  side,  under  Pres- 
ident Truman,  the  "containment" 
policy  implied  standing  up  to  the 
Russians  without  actually  pushing 
them  back  anywhere.  Now  even  that 
has  gone,  and  what  we  have  is  plain, 
old-fashioned  appeasement,  such  as 
letting  them  and  their  Cuban  and 
East  German  surrogates  do  whatever 
they  wish  to  do  in  Africa  while  we 
unilaterally  stop  production  of  the 
"neutron  bomb",  drop  the  Bl  bomb- 
er, and  limit  the  range  of  the  Cruise 
missile. 

4.  Raw  materials.  The  U.S.  itself 
has  nearly  all  it  needs,  but  its  allies 
in  Western  Europe  and  Japan  are 
heavily  dependent  on  strategic  min- 
erals from  Southern  Africa  and  oil 
from  the  Middle  East.  It  is  part  of 
the  Kremlin's  strategy  to  gain  con- 
trol over  the  oil  and  the  minerals 
and,  if  necessary,  deny  access  to 
them  to  the  allies  of  the  United 
States. 

I  don't  propose  to  deal  with  mili- 
tary hardware  or  related  subjects, 
bearing  in  mind  that  my  respected 
colleague,  Mr.  Frank  Barnett,  looked 
at  this  side  in  a  recent  issue  of  this 
magazine.  Instead,  I  shall  look  at  the 
real  war  the  Russians  have  been 
waging  against  the  U.S.  and  the  rest 
of  the  world  ever  since  World  War  II 
ended  in  1945.  Some  of  us  call  this 
World  War  III,  and  we  have  been 
losing  it  because  we  refuse  to  look  at 
the  facts  and  have  apparently  lost 
the  will  to  fight  back.  (In  this  termi- 
nology, a  war  of  annihilation  be- 


tween the  super-powers,  involving 
nuclear  weapons,  which  may  never 
come,  would  be  World  War  IV.) 

World  War  III  is  real  enough.  It 
has  given  the  USSR  control  over 
Eastern  Europe,  and  more  recently 
over  Cuba.  It  has  extended  Soviet 
power  or  influence  to  Angola,  Mo- 
zambique, Ethiopia,  South  Yemen, 
Afghanistan  and  Vietnam.  In  the 
face  of  many  setbacks  (for  instance 
in  Chile,  Egypt  and  other  places), 
the  Russians  press  ahead  with  ruth- 
less determination  and  singleness  of 
purpose. 

It  used  to  be  called  "the  Cold 
War",  until  about  15  years  ago,  when 
certain  elements  assumed  that  the 
Cold  War  was  over.  What  they 
meant  was  that  America  and  its  al- 
lies had   stopped  resisting  Soviet 


I  re-read  it  myself  some  time  ago  to 
refresh  my  memory,  and  it  now 
makes  very  quaint  reading. 

By  1970,  the  Soviet  people  were 
told,  Soviet  industrial  output  would 
surpass  the  American  figure  for  1961. 
A  still  more  ambitious  and  categori- 
cal boast  was  that  by  1970  the  Soviet 
Union  would  overtake  the  American 
figure  for  the  same  year  (1970)  in 
industrial  output  per  head  of  the 
population.  What  happened?  Simply 
that  1970  came  and  went  and  noth- 
ing more  was  heard. 

Apart  from  these  specific  promises, 
the  1961  Programme  also  declared 
that  by  1980  the  Soviet  Union  would 
have  reached  the  "threshold  of  Com- 
munism," defined  as  the  age  of  plen- 
ty, when  each  according  to  his  or 
her  ability  would  give  to  each  accord- 


Not  only  can  the  Soviet  advance  be  halted  and  reversed, 
but  the  regime  itself . . .  can  be  brought  to  the  edge  of 
collapse  and  disintegration.  It  is  really  up  to  us.

pressures.  Meanwhile,  the  pressures 
went  on  as  before;  only  they  called  it 
"peaceful  co-existence." 

If  you  turn  back  to  my  short 
breakdown  of  Soviet  power,  you  will 
see  one  item  that  is  more  important 
than  all  the  rest  put  together.  It  is 
Item  3:  Will.  If  the  American  people 
and  its  representatives  recovered 
their  will,  and  gave  a  lead  in  the 
same  direction  to  the  allies  and 
friends  of  the  United  States,  all  the 
weaknesses  I  have  listed  could  be 
put  right.  Moreover,  the  underlying 
weakness  of  the  USSR  could  be  ex- 
ploited to  maximum  effect. 

Let  us  look  at  the  weakness,  or 
weaknesses,  of  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  Soviet  empire.  I  list  them  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  The  system  itself.  The  Soviet 
system  is  perhaps  the  most  efficient 
tyranny  in  world  history.  It  is  or- 
ganized for  repression,  it  delivers  the 
goods.  It  also  delivers  the  goods  in 
terms  of  military  hardware,  by  con- 
centrating brains,  manpower,  and  re- 
sources on  the  military  sector.  But  in 
all  other  respects,  the  system  is  a  dis- 
astrous failure.  There  is  wry  amuse- 
ment to  be  had  in  looking  back  at  the 
extravagant  promises  of  the  Khrush- 
chev era.  In  1961,  as  the  then  boss  of 
the  ruling  Soviet  Communist  Party 
(CPSU),  he  presented  a  new  Pro- 
gramme to  the  22nd  Party  Congress. 


ing  to  needs.  Well,  1980  is  now  only 
one  year  off,  and  the  reality  is  light- 
years  away  from  the  Party  promises 
of  18  years  ago.  The  hard  truth  is 
that  today,  61  years  after  Lenin's 
Revolution,  the  Soviet  system  still 
cannot  feed  its  own  people,  while  it 
would  be  hard  pressed  even  to  main- 
tain let  alone  expand,  its  vast  arma- 
ments programme  without  Western 
technology  and  Western  credits. 

The  bottom  line  was  reached,  in 
fact,  in  1976,  with  the  signing  of  the 
Soviet-American  grain  deal  of  Oc- 
tober 20th,  under  which  the  Russians 
committed  themselves  to  buying  at 
least  6  million  metric  tons  of  Ameri- 
can grain  between  that  date  and 
September  30,  1981.  This  amounted 
to  an  admission  by  the  Soviet  lead- 
ers not  just  that  their  country  was 
temporarily  short  of  grain  because 
of  bad  weather  and  a  poor  harvest, 
but  that  they  were  going  to  be  in- 
capable of  feeding  the  Soviet  people 
for  another  five  years.  What  an  ad- 
mission. 

Just  one  other  point.  It  is  the 
Russians  who  turn  to  the  West  for 
aid  in  the  form  of  technology  and 
food  and  the  means  of  paying  for 
them,  not  the  other  way  around.  It  is 
the  "capitalist"  system  that  is  work- 
ing, and  the  socialist  system  that 
isn't,  even  though  the  Soviet  leaders

of  Night  Driving

Night  driving  is  dangerous. 

In  fact,  the  National  Safety  Coun- 
cil says  it's  three  times  more  danger- 
ous than  daylight  driving. 

The  reason  is  obvious:  reduced 
vision. 

You — and  other  drivers — simply 
can't  see  as  well  at  night  as  you  can 
during  daylight. 

Consider  these  sobering  facts:  at 
night  your  visual  acuity  is  only  about 


light  as  a  20-year-old  with  20/20  acu- 
ity, to  see  as  well  as  he  does. 

Regardless  how  well  you  can  see  at 
night,  depth  perception  and  ability 
to  estimate  other  vehicles'  speed  are 
hampered.  So  are  your  reflexes  and 
timing. 

"Night  driving  is  a  form  of  high- 
way roulette,"  says  John  McLean, 
a  high  school  driving-education  in- 
structor. "If  more  drivers  knew  how

20  percent  of  your  daytime  vision. 
Some  drivers  can't  see  that  well. 
Even  if  you  have  20/20  vision,  your 
capacity  to  distinguish  contrast  is  re- 
duced by  nearly  90  percent. 

And  if  your  sight  is  only  20/40, 
your  "night  sight"  is  diminished  by 
ten  times  that  of  a  person  with  20/20 
vision. 

Age  is  a  factor,  too. 

If  you're  over  55  and  have  20/20 
vision,  you  still  need  twice  as  much 


hazardous  it  really  is,  they  would 
drive  a  lot  more  cautiously." 

Spectacular  crashes  often  occur  in 
darkness. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  series  of 
accidents  that  took  place  on  the 
Riverside  Freeway,  near  Corona,  Cal- 
ifornia, on  February  28,  1975. 

On  that  date  heavy  fog  formed  to 
compound  the  early-morning  dark- 
ness. Heavy  commuter  and  truck 
traffic  was  forced  to  slow  to  danger- 
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ously  low  speeds.  Vehicles  that  were 
unable  to  slow  in  time  crashed  into 
the  rear  ends  of  slower-moving  ve- 
hicles. When  the  nightmarish  chain 
of  rear-end  collisions  had  finally 
ended,  some  300  cars  and  trucks 
were  strewn  about  the  Riverside 
Freeway. 

Two  days  later,  the  Riverside  Free- 
way was  the  scene  for  yet  another 
series  of  collisions  in  which  "only" 
120  vehicles  were  involved. 

You  can  become  a  better  night 
driver  by  using  your  eyes  more  ef- 
fectively and  by  employing  certain 
defensive-driving  techniques. 

For  example,  when  looking  at 
something  in  darkness,  you'll  see  it 
more  clearly  if  you  turn  your  head 
slightly. 

During  daylight  the  central  area 
of  the  retina  provides  the  sharpest 
vision  when  you  look  directly  at 
something.  This  is  due  to  the  con- 
centration of  light  sensors  called 
cones  located  there.  But  at  night 
this  central  zone  becomes  a  blind 


spot.  It's  then  that  other  sensors 
called  rods  come  into  play. 

Located  on  the  peripheral  areas  of 
the  retina,  the  rods  are  sensitive  to 
low-light  levels. 

With  the  head  angled  slightly  to 
the  field  of  view,  they  are  able  to 
"pick  up"  the  objects  of  interest. 

Although  the  eyes  gather  in  sen- 
sory impressions,  the  brain  must  still 
interpret  them.  That's  the  reason  vi- 
sion is  largely  a  mental  effort. 

And  it  explains  why  some  drivers 
with  good  sight  have  trouble  seeing 
effectively  at  night. 


Psychologists  have  even  coined  a 
term  for  the  "mental  rut"  some  driv- 
ers get  into.  It's  known  as  Mental 
Set.  Applied  to  driving  at  night,  it 
means  that  a  driver  fails  to  notice 
certain  objects  around  him.  He  may 
not  notice  a  small  vehicle  like  a  mo- 
torcycle in  time  to  avoid  hitting  it. 

"Too  many  drivers  concentrate  on 
anything  but  their  driving,"  com- 
ments a  state  police  safety-education 
officer. 

"And  the  motorist  who  isn't  atten- 
tive and  observant  during  daylight 
poses  a  far  greater  threat  at  night — 
both  to  himself  and  to  other  drivers." 

To  avoid  Mental  Set  you  must 
mentally  "slap"  yourself  to  stay 
alert.  Focus  interest  on  whatever  is 
within  your  field  of  view.  You'll  ac- 
tually have  sharper  visual  percep- 
tion. 

But  don't  strain  to  see. 
The  eyes  function  best  only  when 
they're  free  of  tension.  The  idea  is  to 
look  at  something  in  a  relaxed  man- 
ner. Whenever  you  find  yourself 
squinting  to  see  something,  relax 
the  facial  muscles.  Take  a  deep 
breath  or  two. 

The  extra  oxygen  you  inhale  helps 
you  to  relax.  It  can  also  provide  a 
momentary  increase  in  visual  acuity. 

Even  blinking  naturally  helps  to 
relieve  eye  tension.  In  addition,  it 
keeps  the  eyes  moist  and  minimizes 
"soreness."  When  driving  long  dis- 
tances at  night,  squeeze  the  eyelids 
shut  tightly  for  just  an  instant  ev- 
ery so  often.  This  action  improves 
circulation  of  the  lymphatic  fluid  in 
the  eyes  and  minimizes  tension. 

Avoid  staring.  You  can  easily  lull 
yourself  into  a  semi-hypnotic  state 
by  staring  at  something  for  just  a 
few  seconds. 

If  you  become  fatigued  from  driv- 
ing long  distances  at  night,  you'll 
tend  to  fix  your  gaze  on  one  small 
area.  The  next  thing  you  know, 
you'll  be  running  off  the  road  or  into 
someone's  trunk. 

You've  become  a  victim  of  high- 
way hypnosis! 

Oftentimes  a  distant  light  can  catch 
your  attention.  Unconsciously,  you'll 
tend  to  stare  at  it.  Even  if  you  turn 
your  head  to  look  elsewhere,  you  may 
find  your  attention  drawn  back  to 
that  light.  Unless  you  realize  what 
you're  doing,  you'll  become  disori- 
ented. Then,  highway  hypnosis  sets 
in. 

Some  drivers  suffer  from  an  ocular 
muscle  imbalance.  They  experience 
double  vision. 

With  low  levels  of  illumination  at 
night,  they  have  little  to  focus  their 
eyes  on.  And  as  driving  fatigue  in- 


creases, the  eyes  tend  to  turn  inward. 
Dirt  or  scratches  on  the  windshield 
become  a  stronger  focusing  stimulus 
than  the  road  and  other  traffic. 

A  driver  actually  becomes  hypno- 
tized by  staring  at  his  windshield. 

To  avoid  staring,  keep  your  eyes 
moving  continually.  Never  focus  on 
anything  for  more  than  two  or  three 
seconds.  Move  just  your  eyes.  If  you 
fix  your  gaze  and  move  your  head  in- 
stead, you'll  blur  your  field  of  view. 

Another  aspect  of  night  driving 
that  can  disorient  and  hypnotize  the 
night  driver  is  headlight  glare. 

We've  all  endured  the  oncoming 
driver  who  forgets  to  dim  his  high 
beams.  Usually  all  it  takes  to  re- 
mind him  is  a  flick  of  your  own  high 
beams.  If  that  doesn't  bring  a  re- 
sponse, don't  compound  an  already- 
dangerous  situation  by  leaving  your 
high  beams  on. 

Two  blinded  drivers  are  worse  than 
one. 

In  fact,  a  study  of  162  drivers  in- 
volved in  night-driving  accidents  re- 
vealed that  62  percent  of  them  had 
suffered  from  glare  blindness. 

To  avoid  headlight  glare,  adopt  a 
scanning  pattern.  For  example,  glance 
(not  stare)  at  a  point  on  the  road 
somewhere  between  the  other  vehi- 
cle and  the  berm.  Then  quickly 
glance  back  to  a  point  in  the  road 
somewhere  in  front  of  your  car. 

By  moving  the  eyes  rapidly  in  this 
fashion,  you're  monitoring  both  ve- 
hicles' positions  and  avoiding  head- 
light glare. 

Don't,  however,  close  the  left  eye 
and  focus  the  right  eye  on  the  right 
side  of  the  road.  You'll  eliminate 
peripheral  vision  on  the  left. 

Furthermore,  don't  wear  shaded 
glasses  at  night  to  reduce  headlight 
glare.  They'll  severely  restrict  vision 
toward  the  darkened  side  areas.  It's 
a  good  idea,  though,  to  wear  them 
in  brightly  lighted  places  like  res- 
taurants. Sunglasses  will  help  the 
eyes  to  adapt  to  darkness  later  out 
on  the  road. 

An  oncoming  vehicle's  headlights 
aren't  all  bad.  Take  advantage  of 
their  "sidesweep"  effect.  That  is,  the 
lateral  spread  of  the  beams  can  re- 
veal dangerous  conditions  that  your 
own  lights  haven't  picked  up. 

And  on  blind  curves  or  hills,  an- 
other vehicle's  headlights  will  fore- 
warn you  of  its  presence  even  if  you 
can  see  it.  How?  Look  for  reflections 
off  the  undersides  of  telephone  cables 
or  foliage.  As  the  vehicle  gets  closer 
you'll  be  able  to  notice  the  halo  or 
flare  effect  its  headlights  make. 
Don't  go  into  a  blind  curve  or  come

The  11th  Field  Hospital 
was  the  modern  world's 
first  mobile  army 
surgical  hospital  and 
this  is  its  story. 


The 
First 
M.A.S.H

The  11th  Field  Hospital  cadre  ar- 
rived at  Camp  White,  Oregon,  from 
Gowen  Field,  Boise,  Idaho,  on  Au- 
gust 14,  1942  at  2200— and  the  guard 
refused  to  let  them  into  the  camp. 
The  group  was  not  expected,  nobody 
knew  what  a  field  hospital  was  and 
besides,  it  was  rumored  the  enemy 
was  attempting  to  infiltrate  saboteurs 
to  poison  the  drinking  water  of  every 
military  installation  in  America. 

It  took  an  hour  of  talking  and 
phoning  by  a  sleepy  guard  to  get  the 
gates  opened,  and  another  hour  be- 
fore a  disgruntled  sergeant  appeared 
on  the  scene  to  march  the  group  off 
to  a  dispensary.  What  an  ignominious 
beginning  for  the  world's  first 
M.A.S.H.,  the  modern  world's  first 
mobile  army  surgical  hospital.  But 
that  wasn't  the  end. 
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At  0300  an  empty  barracks  (no 
cots,  no  flush  toilets,  nothing)  was 
found  for  the  men  to  sleep.  At  0500 
they  were  marched  off  to  a  mess  hall 
for  a  breakfast  of  yesterday's  coffee. 
By  noon  they  were  attached  to  the 
91st  "Powder  River — Let  'er  Buck" 
Infantry  Division  and  fed,  but  not 
too  well.  They  had  to  eat  the  left- 
overs after  everyone  else  had  eaten, 


because  the  quartermaster  couldn't 
provide  additional  food  until  the  next 
day.  The  camp  was  so  new  its  cup- 
boards were  still  bare. 

The  11th  stayed  with  the  91st  for 
10  days,  joining  the  some  2,000  men 
in  picking  up  the  nails  and  the  rocks 
that  abounded  in  the  area.  Finally 
Washington  answered  White's  dual 
question:  What's  a  field  hospital  and

what  do  we  do  with  the  one  we've 
got?  Washington  said  it  wasn't  sure 
as  yet  what  a  field  hospital  was,  but 
it  did  know  it  was  not  a  part  of  an 
infantry  division.  It  ordered  White  to 
promptly  detach  the  11th  and  give 
it  a  "home"  within  the  camp's  con- 
fines in  Oregon's  sweltering  Agate 
Desert. 

Washington  also  told  the  Fielders 
to  get  on  with  a  training  program,  but 
the  higher-ups  neglected  to  say  what 
the  program  should  cover.  The  cadre 
had  to  decide  on  something  in  a  hurry 
because  fillers  were  starting  to  join 
the  unit  in  great  numbers.  It  was  de- 
cided to  extend  basic  training:  cal- 
isthenics, drills,  marches,  first  aid, 
litter-carry,  personal  hygiene.  Even- 
tually an  order  came  through  for  the 
Fielders  to  start  learning  how  to  set 
up  a  tented  hospital. 

The  cadre  scrounged  around  and 
finally  found  a  layout  diagram  for  a 
station  hospital,  and  the  Fielders 
went  to  work.  Since  no  tents  or  equip- 
ment had  yet  been  issued,  the  men 
spent  a  couple  of  weeks  outlining  the 
set-up  with  rocks.  "This  here  outline 
is  a  ward  tent,  and  in  the  hospital 
this  here  is  an  operating  room  table, 
this  is  a  medicine  chest,  this  is  a  cot." 
When  rumors  were  heard  that  equip- 
ment was  on  the  way,  there  were 
cheers.  But  they  turned  to  groans. 
The  truck  dropped  off  a  ward  tent 
without  pegs  and  a  sterilizer  that 
blew  up  on  the  first  tryout.  The  men 
went  back  to  their  rocks. 

After  10  weeks  in  camp  the  11th 
was  alerted  for  overseas  duty  in  the 
Pacific.  The  Inspector  General  and 
his  entourage  arrived  to  check  out 
the  readiness  of  the  unit.  When  he 
was  shown  the  rock  outlines,  the  still 
rolled-up  tent  and  the  sterilizer  with 
its  gaskets  hanging  out,  he  swore  and 


swiftly  departed  for  Washington, 
promising  action  forthwith.  He  was 
true  to  his  word.  Within  10  days  the 
Pacific  alert  was  cancelled  and  re- 
placed with  one  for  movement  to 
Camp  Carson,  Colorado  Springs,  for 
overseas  training.  This  time  the  11th 
was  scheduled  to  go  to  Europe. 

Colonel  Herman  E.  Wilkinson  as- 
sumed command  of  the  unit  and 
things  began  to  happen.  Everyone 
began  taking  specialized  courses, 
tents  and  equipment  arrived,  nurses 
joined  the  unit.  Day  after  day  the 
tented  station  hospital  was  set  up 
and  equipped,  and  then  torn  down. 
The  first  set-up  took  an  entire  12- 
hour  day  to  accomplish.  The  last  set- 
up at  Carson  took  three  hours. 


Like  TV  s  M*A*S*H 
the  11th  Field 
Hospital  had  its 
mad  moments, 
but  they  were 
surprisingly  few 
and  far  between. 


The  11th  arrived  in  Oran,  North 
Africa,  on  May  11,  1943,  after  a 
stormy  voyage  aboard  the  Evange- 
line, a  small  but  well-armed  ship  that 
rode  one  of  the  coffin-corners  at  the 
tail  of  the  convoy.  One  field  hospital 
had  preceded  the  11th  into  the  Med- 
iterranean Theater  of  Operations:  the 
10th  Field  Hospital,  which  arrived  on 
March  19,  1943  and  saw  service  in 
Tunisia.  Other  field  hospitals  (4th, 
15th,  16th  and  18th)  had  preceded 
both  into  the  general  area  of  the 
Mediterranean  but  were  Air  Force

or  special  assignment  hospitals  which 
generally  set  up  as  station  hospitals. 
The  10th  and  11th  were  army  hos- 
pitals specifically  designated  to  sup- 
port divisions. 

Shortly  after  its  arrival  in  Oran 
the  11th  was  given  a  choice.  It  could 
remain  in  North  Africa  and  set  up  as 
a  stationary  hospital  or  it  could  go 
with  the  armies  into  Europe  as  a 
field  hospital.  Colonel  Wilkinson 
elected  the  latter,  a  decision  that 
cheered  the  Fielders.  They'd  face 
anything  to  get  out  of  Africa.  With 
that  choice  made,  the  unit  was  told 
it  would  soon  be  making  a  D-Day 
landing.  It  was  also  told  it  had  been 
selected  to  experiment  and  to  devise 
a  truly  mobile  hospital,  one  that 
could  quickly  move  with  the  front 
and  give  extensive  surgical  care  to 
casualties  so  critically  wounded  that 
they  could  not  survive  evacuation  to 
rear-echelon  hospitals. 

The  invasion  of  Sicily  was  both  a 
rehearsal  for  the  invasion  of  Nor- 
mandy and  an  action  to  keep  pres- 
sure on  the  Axis  while  the  Normandy 
build-up  continued  in  England.  The 
end  of  the  African  campaign  and  the 
projected  Normandy  landing  were 
about  a  year  apart.  The  Allies 
couldn't  just  sit  back  and  do  nothing. 

Of  the  Sicilian  invasion,  B.  A.  Lid- 
dell  Hart  writes  in  his  book  "Re- 
entry into  Europe — Through  Sicily" : 
"The  invasion  of  Sicily  was  the  first 
big  seaborne  assault  on  a  coast  held 
by  the  enemy.  Here  it  is  worth  note 
that  the  assault  landing  by  eight 
divisions  simultaneously,  was  larger 
in  scale  even  than  in  Normandy  elev- 
en months  later.  Some  150,000  troops 
were  landed  on  the  first  day ..." 

Early  in  the  morning  of  July  10, 
1943  flares  streaked  up  into  the  sky

It's  safe  to  assume  that  only  a  hand- 
ful of  the  more  than  20  million  people 
who  visit  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
each  year  in  Washington,  D.C.  know 
how  one  of  the  world's  most  renowned 
treasure  troves  actually  came  about. 

The  story  of  the  founding  of 
the  Smithsonian,  now  affectionately 
known  as  the  nation's  official  "attic," 
begins  in  the  early  part  of  the  19th 
century.  And  it  begins  not  at  an 
American  college,  the  halls  of  Con- 
gress, or  in  the  mind  of  an  enthusi- 
astic American  businessman  or  bank- 
er, but  rather  across  the  Atlantic  in 
England  at  the  reading  of  a  dead 
man's  will. 

In  1835,  President  Andrew  Jack- 
son received  a  letter  from  Aaron  Vail, 
our  country's  charge  d'affaires  in 
London,  informing  that  an  English- 
man, James  Smithson,  had  be- 
queathed $500,000  to  the  young 
United  States,  "to  found  at  Wash- 
ington, under  the  name  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution,  an  establishment 
for  the  increase  and  diffusion  of 
knowledge  among  men." 

Except  for  an  additional  paragraph 
or  two  that  described  Mr.  Smithson's 
background,  there  was  nothing  more. 
There  was  no  further  mention  con- 
cerning who  would  carry  out  the 
mysterious  dead  man's  wishes,  or 
how. 

Smithson  had  never  been  to  Amer- 
ica. He  had  no  known  friends  in 
America.  He  knew  no  Americans 
abroad.  Small  wonder,  then,  that  Vail 
recorded  the  suspicion  in  his  letter 
that  Smithson  "was  supposed  to  be 
insane."  But  there  it  was  in  black 
and  white— a  gift  of  100,000  English 
pounds  (or  slightly  more  than 
$500,000) . 

Historians  have  since  figured  out 
the  circuitous  path,  or  at  least  they 
think  they  have,  that  led  up  to  Smith- 
son's  request. 

Born  in  France  in  1765,  James 


Smithson  grew  up  in  England  as  a 
naturalized  subject,  the  illegitimate 
son  of  Sir  Hugh  Smithson,  the  first 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  and  Eliza- 
beth Macie,  a  wealthy,  widowed 
cousin  of  Sir  Hugh's  wife.  While  his 
illegitimacy  cut  Smithson  off  from 
any  of  the  family's  half-dozen  noble 
titles  and  from  the  loftier  reaches  of 
uppercrust  society,  there  was  no  lack 
of  money  for  him  to  live  the  good 
life. 

At  23,  he'd  already  made  some- 


thing of  a  name  for  himself  in  chem- 
istry and  minerology,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Lon- 
don, then  the  world's  most  presti- 
gious scientific  society.  Still,  he  led  a 
somewhat  lonely  life,  traveling  with 
a  portable  laboratory  for  on-the-spot 
analyses  of  everything  from  Vesuvius 
lava  to  artichokes.  The  best  English 
scientific  journals  published  his  pa- 
pers and,  in  1802,  the  name  "smith- 
sonite"  was  conferred  to,  a  new  min- 
eral ore  he'd  identified. 

But  real  fame  eluded  him.  The 
years  passed,  his  health  began  to 
fade  and,  aside  from  a  considerable 
inheritance  from  his  mother,  the  stu- 
dious bachelor  had  little  to  show  for 
his  life  except  an  enduring  interest  in 
science. 

A  fellow  scientist /chemist,  Joseph 
Priestley  (the  discoverer  of  oxygen) 
told  Smithson  that  the  future  of  sci- 
ence lay  in  a  republic  rather  than  a 
monarchy.  The  beneficiary  in  an 
earlier  will  was  the  Royal  Society, 
but  he  was  aware  that  America's 
President  Jefferson  had  "protected 
Priestley  after  the  British  hounded 
him  into  exile  for  his  political  be-

liefs."  Perhaps,  Smithson  reasoned, 
that  if  not  he,  then  other  investiga- 
tors in  his  name,  might  add  to  hu- 
man knowledge  "in  the  land  of  the 
free  without  the  contemptible  incum- 
brance of  a  king." 

In  any  event,  on  October  23,  1826, 
he  changed  his  will,  naming  the  new 
nation  as  a  beneficiary  so  long  as  his 
nephew,  his  only  heir  (who,  like 
Smithson,  was  also  illegitimate)  died 
without  leaving  a  child.  Three  years 
later  the  64-year-old  wandering 
chemist  died  and  was  buried  in  a 
tiny  English  cemetery  in  Genoa, 
Italy.  The  nephew,  a  childless  bach- 
elor, died  six  years  later  in  1835. 

As  wills  often  do,  this  one  led  to 
argument  in  which  nearly  everyone 
of  any  importance — and  even  some 
who  were  not — got  into  the  act.  In- 
deed, far  from  being  wholeheartedly 
pleased  when  Jackson  announced  the 
unexpected  windfall  on  December  17, 
1835,  Congress  came  close  to  declin- 
ing it. 

A  minority  of  the  then  48  senators 
voted  to  refuse  the  legacy  outright. 
It  was  "beneath  the  dignity  of  the 
country  to  accept  such  gifts  from 
foreigners,"  groused  John  C.  Cal- 
houn of  South  Carolina.  ("That  kind 
of  reasoning,"  stated  one  historian 


several  years  later,  "was  a  perfect 
example  of  how  badly  such  an  insti- 
tution was  really  needed  in  our  new 
country.") 

After  nearly  three  years  of  wran- 
gling, Congress  finally  decided  to  ac- 
cept the  money  and  authorized  the 
President  to  send  an  agent  to  Eng- 
land to  collect  it.  The  chosen  courier 
was  Richard  Rush,  a  Philadelphia 
lawyer  and  son  of  Benjamin  Rush, 
physician  and  signer  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence. 


warned  fellow  colleagues  in  the 
House,  the  bequest  "will  be  squan- 
dered on  cormorants  and  wasted  in 
electioneering  bribery."  He  suggested 
a  national  observatory  as  best  meet- 
ing Smithson's  intent,  while  Secre- 
tary of  War  Joel  Poinsett  (the  poin- 
settia  bears  his  name)  favored  giving 
the  sum  to  the  National  Institute,  a 
museum  which  he  and  a  group  of 
distinguished  Washington  citizens 
had  recently  organized  to  house  nat- 
ural history  specimens. 


The  small  museum  that  began  with  only  one  exhibit ...  is  now 
a  spate  of  buildings  that  bulge  with  every  sort  of  object  found 
on,  under,  near,  and  high  above  the  earth. 


On  August  29,  1838,  Rush  arrived 
back  in  New  York  by  boat  with  105 
bags  of  gold.  The  exact  sum  in 
American  dollars,  according  to  the 
U.S.  mint  in  Philadelphia,  was 
$508,318.46. 

Now  the  bickering  began  in  ear- 
nest. 

How  was  the  money  to  be  spent? 
And  just  what  had  Smithson  meant 
by  the  "increase  and  diffusion  of 
knowledge"  as  specified  in  his  will? 

Unless  Congress  was  watched,  for- 
mer President  John  Quincy  Adams 


Senator  Benjamin  Tappen  of  Ohio 
offered  what  he  claimed  was  a  prac- 
tical plan  to  carry  out  Smithson's 
wishes:  "An  experimental  agriculture 
station  with  some  professors  attached 
to  it  to  teach  young  men  navigation, 
house  building,  and  animal  husban- 
dry." After  the  Christmas  recess, 
Senator  Rufus  Choate  of  Massachu- 
setts roared  like  "a  monkey  in  con- 
vulsions," according  to  one  observer, 
to  announce  the  idea  as  bordering 
on  "narrow  utilitarianism."  Still  an-

News  to  Use 

Professions  Place  'Bargain'  Ads 

Erosion  of  the  ban  on  advertising  by  professional  groups  is  creating  a 
spate  of  "discount"  and  "chain"  operations,  wherever  legal,  offering  "bar- 
gain" fees.  Samples  (from  the  greater  New  York  area): 

Attorneys:  Typical  advertised  prices,  since  the  Supreme  Court  recently 
gave  lawyers  the  green  light  to  plug  their  services:  wills,  $75  and  up; 
house  contracts  and  closings,  $200-$250;  uncontested  divorces,  $175  and  up; 
bankruptcy,  $175  and  up;  misdemeanors,  $250.  But  note:  Court  costs  often 
are  extra,  so  prospective  clients  should  check  carefully  what  the  advertised 
fee  covers. 

Dentists:  Advertising  now  is  legal  in  some  states,  so  promotion-minded 
dentists  are  trying  to  lure  patients  with  promises  like  these:  X-rays,  $10-$15; 
amalgam  fillings,  $6-$8  per  surface;  caps,  $175  and  up;  full  dentures,  $150- 
$175  (often  with  same-day  service);  partial  dentures,  about  $185;  extractions, 
$10  and  up;  orthodontics  (braces),  $600-$900;  root  canal  therapy,  $50-$75 
per  canal. 

Opticians:  The  optical  field  is  rife  with  price-cutting  since  the  chains 
have  moved  in.  Eyeglasses  now  are  being  advertised  at  $20  or  even  less; 
hard  contact  lenses,  $50  and  up  per  pair;  soft  contact  lenses,  $60-$80 
per  pair. 

Old-line  practitioners  are  up  in  arms  over  the  trend,  claiming  that  the 
newcomers  often  do  hasty,  slipshod  work.  But  in  any  event,  you  can  expect 
more  ads  and  cut  prices — particularly  since  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
now  has  actions  in  the  works  against  both  the  dental  and  medical  associa- 
tions for  their  prohibition  against  advertising. 

Wills  Can  Save  You  Money 

Most  people,  especially  the  younger  ones,  shun  the  chore  of  making  or 
revising  a  will.  Don't  fall  into  that  trap.  Changes  in  the  federal  tax  laws 
make  an  up-to-date  will  a  must.  Keep  these  points  in  mind: 

•  Under  the  new  federal  tax  provisions,  a  spouse  can  leave  his  (or  her) 
mate  roughly  $400,000  tax  free,  giving  smaller  estates  a  much  better  break. 
But  don't  forget  state  taxes  (which  vary  considerably),  and  administrative 
expenses,  which  run  about  4  percent-41/^  percent  of  the  gross  estate. 

•  Larger  estates,  subject  to  stiffer  federal  taxes,  can  be  reduced  somewhat 
by  gifts  made  during  the  lifetime  of  the  owner.  But  the  new  tax  rules  are 
complicated,  so  professional  advice  is  necessary. 

•  Both  spouses  should  have  a  will.  Lawyers  usually  suggest  that  the  docu- 
ments be  drawn  up  simultaneously. 

•  Be  sure  your  will  (or  your  spouse's)  can  be  located  quickly  by  your 
heirs  (the  same  goes  for  other  key  documents,  such  as  insurance  policies, 
bank  books,  securities,  etc.). 

•  An  individual's  bank  accounts  (including  joint  accounts)  temporarily 
are  frozen  when  he  dies.  So  each  spouse  should  have  a  private  fund  to  draw 
on  during  the  temporary  financial  drought. 

•  Above  all,  remember:  If  you  die  intestate  (without  a  will),  you'll  leave  a 
costly  mess  behind  you.  In  effect,  you  are  cheating  your  loved  ones. 

Graduated -Mortgages  Data 

Young  shoppers  for  homes,  often  hampered  by  limited  financial  means, 
might  well  investigate  the  new  graduated  mortgages  now  sanctioned  by  the 
government. 

As  their  name  implies,  graduated  mortgages  start  out  with  relatively  low 
payments  that  increase  over  a  period  of  five  to  10  years  until  they  pit  a 
plateau.  The  annual  increase  varies  from  2  percent  to  7y2  percent,  depend- 
ing on  plan.  True,  over  the  long  haul,  graduated  mortgages  amass  a  larger 
total  interest  than  regular  mortgages,  but  their  advantages  are  obvious: 

1)  The  buyer  pays  less  when  he  earns  less,  and  more  when  he  earns  more. 

2)  Because  initial  payments  are  relatively  low,  the  buyer  can  afford  a 
better  home  than  a  conventional  mortgage  would  permit.

Should  U.S.  Citizens 

Have  the  Right  to  Enact  and  Repeal  Laws  By  Direct  Vote? 


Yes. 


Rep.  Harold  S.

When  nearly  half  the 
states  allow  voters  the  right  to  pro- 
pose and  enact  laws  by  popular 
vote,  I  believe  voters  can  be  ex- 
pected to  responsibly  participate  in 
the  making  of  federal  law.  The 
notion  that  elected  officials  some- 
how have  a  sacred  insight  to  mak- 
ing public  policy  is  hogwash. 

As  it  operates  in  23  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  initiative 
is  a  simple  process  which  allows  vot- 
ers to  place  a  proposed  law  on  the  ballot  by  gathering 
signatures  of  a  required  number  of  registered  voters. 
Once  certified,  the  proposed  law  is  put  before  the  voters 
with  the  option  of  adopting  or  rejecting  it.  The  consti- 
tutional amendment  which  I  am  sponsoring  would 
simply  extend  the  initiative  process  to  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. 

Americans  are  disillusioned  over  the  inability  of 
politicians  to  act.  The  national  initiative  will  fulfill  an 
urgent  need  in  the  United  States  for  increased  citizen 
participation  and  responsibility  in  the  policy  making 
process. 

Today  the  American  public  is  better  educated  and 
more  politically  sophisticated,  according  to  pollster 
George  Gallup.  Yet,  how  can  we  be  satisfied  that  we 
have  not  lost  the  most  basic  element  of  democracy, 
trust,  when  two-thirds  of  the  American  people  chose 
not  to  vote  in  last  year's  national  election. 

The  initiative  will  provide  a  mechanism  now  non- 
existent at  the  federal  level,  allowing  citizens  to  estab- 
lish public  policy  when  elected  legislators  fail  to  act. 
This  oftentimes  happens  with  "hot  potato"  issues  when 
pressure  groups  interfere  with  elected  official's  ability 
to  adopt  legislation.  As  an  example,  in  my  own  home 
state  of  Michigan,  which  had  its  first  citizen  initiative 
in  1914,  the  state  legislature  for  over  10  years  consid- 
ered without  any  final  disposition  legislation  to  require 
deposits  on  all  beverage  containers  sold  in  the  state. 
Because  of  the  groundswell  of  public  support  for  this 
concept,  an  initiative  was  begun  in  1976,  that  was 
passed  by  the  Michigan  electorate  by  better  than  a  2  to 
1  margin. 

Of  course  initiative  itself  will  not  cure  all  our  national 
ills.  Congress  will  continue  to  pass  a  near  absolute  ma- 
jority of  all  our  laws.  But,  the  mere  existence  of  this 
new  mechanism  may  cause  public  officials  to  more 
closely  follow  the  voice  of  the  people. 

Finally,  the  initiative  can  spark  voter  interest  and 
increase  voter  participation  by  injecting  more  issues 
into  the  campaign  and  providing  a  specific  role  for 
people  to  play.  Spectators  will  now  become  participants 
in  the  political  process.

^™  ^  ^^^Bl  tates  untoward  institutional  and 
policy  consequences,  and  raises  the 
specter  of  an  approaching  bicenten- 
nial of  the  American  Constitution  marked  by  subversion 
of  that  historic  document  rather  than  by  its  celebration. 

The  Founding  Fathers  well  knew  that  direct  or  pure 
democracy  was  beset  by  certain  "inconveniences"  in- 
cluding a  threat  to  liberty  itself.  "Dependence  on  the 
people  is,  no  doubt,  the  primary  control  on  the  govern- 
ment," James  Madison  declared,  "but  experience  has 
taught  mankind  the  necessity  of  auxiliary  precautions." 
American  constitutionalism  thus  features  elements  of 
balanced  government  emphasizing  deliberative  reason 
and  broadbased  consent:  judicial  review,  federalism,  and 
assorted  representative  institutions  such  as  coordinate 
legislative  bodies,  political  parties,  and  the  presidency. 

The  national  initiative  runs  counter  to  this  tradition. 
In  a  geographically  vast,  populous,  and  highly  diverse 
nation,  that  method  provides  an  inviting  law  making 
vehicle  for  well  heeled  or  taxpayer  financed,  well  or- 
ganized, intensely  interested,  and  narrowly  based 
groups.  Their  uncompromising  and  artfully  produced 
62nd  videoed  siren  calls  for  simplistic  national  solutions 
to  complex,  and  even  insoluble,  problems  will  enjoy 
wide  appeal.  But  in  the  long  run,  it  may  be  another 
"noble  experiment"  turned  sour. 

The  proposed  initiative  is  a  centralizing  mechanism; 
solutions  are  found  only  at  the  national  level.  The 
states  are  completely  bypassed  as  are  those  national 
representative  institutions  charged  with  "brokering" 
conflicts  in  society.  Ignored,  they  may  be  expected  to 
manifest  growing  institutional  irresponsibility. 

Also  disconcerting  is  the  potential  havoc  to  the  politi- 
cal fabric  raised  by  operation  of  the  initiative.  Voters 
could  be  called  upon  to  answer  "yes"  or  "no"  on  a 
"pandora's  box"  of  questons:  (1)  "Construction  of  all 
nuclear  powered  equipment  is  prohibited,"  (2)  "To 
balance  the  budget,  Defense  Department  appropriations 
are  reduced  25  percent  below  that  of  the  fiscal  year  pre- 
ceding adoption  of  this  initiative,"  (3)  "The  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1968  is  hereby  repealed,"  (4)  "The  Panama  Ca- 
nal Treaty  may  not  be  implemented  by  any  other  leg- 
islation." 

The  proverbial  "buck"  would  eventually  and  ironical- 
ly come  to  rest  before  unelected  and  unremovable  fed- 
eral judges  who  would  determine  the  validity  of  the 
initiative  process  and  the  constitutionality  of  its  product.

Franklin  Testifies 
on  Child  Care  Laws 

"The  disintegration  of  the  Amer- 
ican family"  today  poses  the  greatest 
threat  to  the  very  basis  of  U.S.  soci- 
ety as  any  single  element,  Chairman 
Earl  D.  Franklin  Jr.  of  The  American 
Legion's  Children  and  Youth  Com- 
mission told  the  Senate  Subcommit- 
tee on  Child  and  Human  Develop- 
ment during  the  Washington  confer- 
ence. 

Franklin  testified  that  the  follow- 
ing six  points  must  be  included  in 
child  care  legislation  to  be  reported 
out  by  the  subcommittee: 

•  The  rights  of  parents  to  rear  their 
children  without  governmental  inter- 
vention must  be  guaranteed. 

•  There  must  be  a  relative  stan- 
dardization and  upgrading  of  child 
care  services  based  on  federal  guide- 
lines with  realistic  regulation. 

•  Care  and  caution  must  be  exer- 
cised to  develop  guidelines  with 
enough  flexibility  to  meet  local  area 
needs. 

•  There  must  be  an  information  and 
referral  mechanism  which  is  readily 
understandable  by  individuals  across 
the  nation  to  help  win  public  accep- 
tance of  the  program. 

•  A  sliding  scale  system  of  payment 
for  child  care  services  must  be  written

into  the  act  to  help  parents  who  need 
and  deserve  financial  assistance. 
•  Provisions  of  child  care  legisla- 
tion must  be  specific  in  coordinating 
the  act  with  existing  programs  which 
also  allocate  funds  for  child  care  as 
some  $2  billion  annually  is  being 
spent  by  the  federal  government  on 
child  care  programs. — ALNS

The  Nation's  Capital  rolled  out  a 
massive  white  carpet  for  The  Amer- 
ican Legion's  19th  annual  Washing- 
ton conference  Feb.  19  to  21. 

Two  feet  of  snow,  the  heaviest  fall 
since  1922,  brought  the  city  to  a 
standstill  but  failed  to  blanket  the 
enthusiasm  and  determination  of  Le- 
gionnaires to  carry  out  their  program 
although  some  activities  were  cur- 
tailed and,  some  speakers,  honored 
guests  and  participants  were  prevent- 
ed from  attending. 

The  weather  forced  cancellation  of 
the  National  Commander's  Capitol 
Hill  reception  for  members  of  Con- 
gress and  limited  the  "Hill  Day 
Rally,"  but  the  Public  Relations 
Commission  luncheon  went  off  as 
scheduled  at  the  Capital  Hilton  ho- 
tel and  was  an  outstanding  success 
with  a  large  attendance. 

Rep.  Ray  Roberts  (D-Tex) ,  chair- 
man of  the  House  Veterans  Affairs 
committee,  a  Legionnaire  and  a  tower 
of  strength  in  the  preservation  and 
improvement  of  veterans  benefits, 
was  presented  the  Legion's  1979  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Award  by  Nation- 
al Cdr.  John  M.  (Jack)  Carey. 

In  accepting  the  Legion's  highest 
award,  Roberts  served  notice  that 
"the  budget  cutters  are  not  going  to 
place  veterans  in  the  same  bag  with 
charity  cases." 

He  added  that  "they  are  not  going 
to  make  veterans  the  whipping  boy 
of  the  budget  cutters."  Loud  applause 
greeted  the  congressman. 

Earlier,  Dr.  Alari  K.  Campbell, 
director  of  the  U.S.  Office  of  Person- 
nel Management,  told  the  National 
Economic  Commission  that  the  Car- 
ter Administration  remains  commit- 
ted to  weakening  the  Veterans'  Pref- 
erence Act  under  which  veterans  re- 
ceive preference  in  federal  employ- 
ment and  in  job  retention. 

Campbell  said  the  Administration 
has  not  decided  on  when  or  how  to 
pursue  the  weakening  of  veterans' 
preference  at  the  current  session  of 
the  96th  Congress. 

But  he  nevertheless  alerted  the  Le- 
gion to  another  possible  confronta-

tion  on  this  cornerstone  of  veterans 
rights.  The  Legion  played  a  leading 
role  in  the  last  session  of  Congress 
to  prevent  any  modification  or  dilu- 
tion of  veterans'  preference. 

Another  highlight  of  the  conference 
was  presentation  of  the  National 
Commander's  Public  Relations 
Award  for  1979  to  James  H.  Webb 
Jr.,  author  of  "Fields  of  Fire,"  a  novel 
about  military  service  in  Vietnam. 

One  of  the  most  highly  decorated 
Marines  of  the  Vietnam  era,  a  former 
staff  member  of  the  House  Veterans 
Affairs  Committee  and  now  a  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  at  his  alma  mater, 
the  U.S.  Naval  Academy,  Webb  told 
more  than  700  attending  the  Public 
Relations  luncheon:  "The  Vietnam 
era  veteran  is  the  best  patriot  this 
country  has  produced .  . .  The  Viet- 
nam veteran  is  by  and  large  a  class 
act.  He  is  tougher  than  his  non-vet- 
eranl  peers. 

"He  knows  what  it  is  like  to  be  has- 
sled and  he  knows  what  it  is  like  to 
deal  with  disappointment. .  . 

"If  I  had  anything  personally  to 
say  to  those  who  served  during  Viet- 
nam and  to  those  others  now  serving 
in  our  military:  You  don't  owe  any- 
one an  apology.  And,  in  fact,  a  hell 
of  a  lot  of  people  still  owe  you  a 
beer." 

National  Commander  Carey 
opened  the  National  Veterans  Affairs 
Commission  sessions  and  said  that 
he  was  "proud  to  admit  that  The 


The  American  Legion,  the  nation's 
largest  veterans'  organization,  has 
called  for  the  draft  of  medical  person- 
nel into  the  armed  forces  because  of 
a  severe  shortage  of  doctors. 

The  Legion  issued  its  call  in  re- 
sponse to  a  draft  Defense  Department 
document  which  outlines  plans  for 
the  airlift  and  domestic  treatment  by 
civilians  of  military  casualties. 

"This  draft  Consolidated  Guidance 
paper  does  not  properly  address  it- 
self to  the  issue  of  the  severe  shortage 
of  doctors  currently  in  our  armed 
forces,"  said  John  M.  (Jack)  Carey, 
national  commander  of  the  2.7  mil- 
lion member  Legion.  "It  is  a  docu- 
mented fact  that  there  are  not  enough 
physicians  in  the  Army  alone  to 
support  sustained  conventional  con- 
flict in  Europe.  Indeed,  even  in  our 
current  peacetime  situation,  some 


American  Legion  wrote  the  pension 
bill  passed  by  the  last  Congress." 

The  commission,  in  continuous  ses- 
sion through  the  conference,  also 
heard  from  Veterans  Administrator 
Max  Cleland,  discussed  legislation 
involving  veterans  benefits  that  the 
Legion  wants  considered  by  Con- 
gress, heard  reports  on  V.A.  programs 
and  held  panels  on  various  problems 
confronting  veterans. 

National  Commander  Carey  pre- 
sented an  American  Legion  check  for 
$60,000  to  Gen.  Maxwell  Taylor  for 
the  Pershing  Memorial  Development 
Fund.  Money  is  being  raised  to  es- 
tablish a  memorial  to  the  AEF  Com- 
mander-in-Chief Gen.  John  J.  Persh- 
ing at  his  boyhood  home  in  LaClede, 
Mo.  General  Taylor  is  honorary 
chairman  of  the  fund  campaign. 

In  accepting  the  check,  he  said  that 
it  is  "a  national  scandal"  that  this 
country  has  not  in  any  material  way 
recognized  America's  greatest  hero  of 
World  War  I. 

Al  Keller,  chairman  of  the  Nation- 
al Economics  Commission,  presented 
Maine  American  Legion  Cdr.  H.  Fred 
Fischer  and  Maine  Adjutant  Daniel 
E.  Lambert  with  a  special  citation 
for  Maine's  Disabled  Veterans  Out- 
reach program.  ■ 


active  duty  personnel,  as  well  as  mili- 
tary dependents  and  retirees,  are  be- 
ing denied  medical  care." 

Some  senior  military  medical  per- 
sonnel have  expressed  fears  that  the 
airlift  of  combat  casualties  to  domes- 
tic civilian  facilities  could  result  in 
an  increased  mortality  rate  among 
the  wounded.  It  is  the  Legion's  con- 
tention that  the  answer  to  this  prob- 
lem lies  in  the  military  staffing  of 
medical  vacancies  in  the  armed  forces 
to  the  extent  allowed  by  law. 

The  position  of  the  Legion's  na- 
tional commander  is  derived  from  a 
resolution  unanimously  adopted  by 
over  3,000  delegates  at  the  organiza- 
tion's 1978  national  convention, 
which  demanded  that  Congress  re- 
store the  physician  strength  of  the 
armed  forces  by  resuming  a  system 
of  selective  conscription. — ALNS

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Legionnaire  Love 
Celebrates  90th 

The  city  of  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  has 
roared  a  figurative  21-gun  salute  to 
Frank  C.  Love,  lawyer,  soldier,  civic, 
religious  and  fraternal  leader,  poet, 
father,  husband  and  a  distinguished 
American  Legionnaire. 

The  occasion  was  his  90th  birthday 
and  the  Syracuse  Herald-Journal 
noted  in  a  lead  editorial:  ".  .  .Major 
Love  has  indeed  stitched  himself  into 
the  20th  century  tapestry  of  this 
area." 

Indeed,  Frank  Love  has  stitched 
himself  into  the  tapestry  of  The 
American  Legion  with  multiple 
skeins  of  outstanding  service. 

He  has  served  as  New  York  de- 
partment commander,  commander  of 
Syracuse  Post  41  and  had  served 
as  a  long-time  member  of  the  Legion's 
Magazine  Commission. 

Born  in  Missouri's  Ozarks,  Love's 
family  settled  in  New  York  state.  He 
worked  his  way  through  Syracuse 
University  Law  School  after  which 
soldiering  became  a  major  part  of 
Frank  Love's  life. 

He  enlisted  for  officer's  training 
at  Fort  Niagara  in  1917,  was  com- 
missioned a  first  lieutenant,  infantry, 
and  was  assigned  to  the  77th  Divi- 
sion. He  went  overseas  in  April,  1918, 
serving  in  France,  including  the  Has- 
brouch,  Alsace  Lorraine,  Argonne 
Forest  and  Chateau  Thierry  sectors.

Pilot  of  'Victory  Loan'  Caper 
Gets  to  Meet  'Mr.  Secretary'

It  was  in  March  60  years  ago 
when  my  commanding  officer  in- 
structed me  to  land  a  Jenny  ( JN4D) 
in  the  polo  grounds  at  Potomac  Park 
in  Washington,  D.C. 

He  also  instructed  me  to  bring  a 
mechanic  to  crank  up  the  motor 

action.  And  mail  came  to  him  marked 
"deceased." 

But  obviously  he  had  survived  and 
while  hospitalized  in  Paris  he  was 
promoted  to  captain  and  later  be- 
came a  major  in  the  reserve.  He  holds 
the  Silver  Star,  Purple  Heart  and 
New  York  State's  Distinguished  Ser- 
vice Medal,  among  others.

since  in  those  days  airplanes  did  not 
have  self-starters.  It  was  some  sort 
of  a  "Victory  Loan"  project. 

I  took  off  from  Boiling  Field 
across  the  Potomac  river  and  headed 
for  the  polo  grounds.  We  came  in 
around  500  feet,  circled  the  grounds 
and  landed  near  a  small  group  of 
people  at  one  end  of  the  field.  It 
wasn't  the  easiest  landing  because 
the  field  was  small  and  I  didn't  have 
any  brakes,  wing  flaps  or  reversible 
props. 

There  was  a  smallish,  elderly 
gentleman  in  the  group  who  was  ad- 
dressed as  "Mr.  Secretary."  I  didn't 
catch  his  name  immediately.  Also,  I 
noticed  a  large  "Victory  Loan"  ban- 
ner was  being  attached  to  the  side  of 
my  plane. 

I  shook  hands  with  "Mr.  Secre- 
tary" and  he  handed  me  a  bag  of 
Victory  Loan  leaflets,  instructing  me 
to  fly  over  Washington  and  drop 
them. 

Now  I  wasn't  about  to  get  off  the 
ground  with  that  banner  flapping 
along  side  me  and  the  cockpit  full  of 
loose  paper.  We  settled  for  a  simu- 
lated takeoff  down  the  field  for  the 
benefit  of  the  news  reels  and  still- 
photographers;  then  I  taxied  back  to 
the  starting  point  where  the  banner 
and  leaflets  were  removed. 

My  mechanic  and  I  flew  back  to 
Boiling  Field  for  lunch. 

"Mr.  Secretary"  turned  out  to  be 
Carter  Glass,  Secretary  of  the  Treas-

They've  tagged  the 
legislation  H.R.I,  and  have  given  it  high  priority  for 
early  action. 

The  measure  would  permit  matching  funds  up  to 
$50,000  to  candidates  for  the  House  in  the  elections,  the 
federal  funds  to  come  from  the  $1  income  tax  checkoff. 
Those  accepting  the  public  contribution  would  be  limited 
to  a  total  campaign  expenditure  of  $195,000  from  all 
sources.  Candidates  rejecting  the  public  financing  would 
have  no  ceiling  on  the  amount  they  collect  and  spend  to 
get  elected. 

However,  many  Republicans,  and  conservatives  of  both 
parties,  take  a  dim  view  of  public  financing  of  the  Con- 
gressional races,  so  that  the  legislation,  despite  its  early 
take  off,  faces  rough  sledding  in  the  House,  and  more  of 
the  same  in  the  Senate. 

55  MPH  Speed  Limit:  Dissent  Symbol 

The  55-mile  per-hour  federal  speed  limit,  instituted  in 
1974  as  a  fuel  conservation  action  in  the  aftermath  of 
the  oil  embargo  by  the  Arab  petroleum  producers  has  be- 
come a  symbol  of  dissent. 

Some  of  the  states  long  on  space  and  short  on  popula- 
tion and  traffic,  especially  in  the  west,  have  been  protest- 
ing against  what  they  consider  federal  intervention  in 
their  way  of  life — which  permitted  speeds  as  high  as  70 
miles  per  hour.  Legislation  has  been  initiated  in  18  states 
to  pass  up  federal  aid  for  highways  in  favor  of  the  higher 
speed  rate. 

Meanwhile,  in  response  to  the  states'  anger,  legislation 
has  been  introduced  in  Congress  to  lift  the  55-mph  limit. 
The  move  lost  some  impetus  as  a  result  of  the  Iran  revo- 
lution and  the  cutoff  of  its  oil  to  the  U.S.,  but  the  re- 
sentment remains.  Legislators  from  eight  of  the  states 
have  met,  since  the  Iran  oil  cutoff,  to  renew  the  battle. 

Slamming  Brakes  on  Auto  Theft 

Auto  theft  has  become  so  commonplace  in  America 
that  a  motor  vehicle  is  stolen  once  every  33  seconds. 
Nearly  half  of  all  our  larcenies  involve  the  rip-off  of  a 
car  or  truck,  their  contents  or  parts. 

This  serious  national  crime  added  up  to  the  theft  of 
nearly  a  million  cars  in  1977;  and  as  many  more  victim- 
ized for  accessories,  a  nefarious  business  running  over 
$2.3  billion  annually. 

In  an  effort  to  muster  full  federal  capability  to  cope 
with  the  criminals,  especially  the  organized  rings,  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Theft  Act  of  1979  is  being  pushed  in  the 
House.  The  bill  would  require  improved  locking  devices 
for  new  cars  and  trucks,  and  make  it  much  more  difficult 
for  traffickers  to  dispose  of  hot-cars  and  parts.  Enforce- 
ment would  be  also  tightened  and  criminal  penalties  in- 
creased.

are  committed  to  destroying  our  sys- 
tem and  say  so  repeatedly. 

2.  The  doctrine.  Everybody  can  see 
the  Soviet  system  isn't  working,  so 
what  is  Soviet  doctrine  worth  nowa- 
days? This  question  is  more  impor- 
tant than  it  may  seem,  for  the  only 
justification  of  the  regime  lies  in  the 
State  ideology  of  Marxism-Leninism. 
Marxism  was  supposed  to  offer 
"scientific"  answers  to  all  problems, 
not  just  those  of  economic  produc- 
tion and  distribution.  And  Leninism 
was  supposed  to  spread  the  ideology 
over  the  whole  world.  Indeed  the 
Revolution  of  1917  (that  is,  the  sec- 
ond or  Bolshevik  revolution  that 
year)  was  supposed  to  serve  as  a 
model  for  all  other  countries. 

As  they  look  around  the  world,  the 
Soviet  ideologists  can  hardly  fail  to 
notice  that  the  great  prophecies  of  60 
years  ago  simply  haven't  come  true. 
"Capitalism"  has  not  collapsed,  as 
Lenin  confidently  expected  it  to  do. 
Using  Leninist  techniques  of  force 
and  guile,  the  Soviets  have  certainly 
successfully  exported  their  ideology 
to  many  other  countries,  but  far  from 
the  Soviet  experience  serving  as  a 
model  for  the  peoples  of  the  world,  it 
is  generally  reviled,  even  by  a  number 
of  the  Communist  parties  originally 
set  up  in  different  countries  by  Lenin 
himself  to  further  world  revolution. 

Again,  this  failure  is  more  impor- 
tant than  it  may  seem.  In  Stalin's 
day,  the  Communist  Parties  of  the 
world  did  as  they  were  told.  If  the 
Soviet  dictator  wanted  a  strike  in, 
say,  France,  to  sabotage  the  Marshall 
Plan  of  U.S.  aid  for  Europe  in  the 
early  1960's,  the  French  CP  didn't 
argue:  it  just  brought  the  workers 
out.  If  the  Soviet  leaders  wanted  to 
get  rid  of  a  troublesome  or  ineffec- 
tual communist  leadership  in  some 
distant  country,  their  word  was  law. 

Above  all,  criticism  of  the  Soviet 
Union  was  just  unthinkable.  If 
Stalin  signed  a  pact  with  Hitler  or 
launched  an  invasion  of  Finland, 
Communist  Parties  everywhere  sang 
his  praises,  and  if  any  of  the  faithful 
lost  their  faith,  they  were  simply  ex- 
pelled from  the  fold. 

This  "monolithic"  picture  of  world 
communism  is  today  a  thing  of  the 
past.  The  Communist  Parties  are 
still  more  or  less  heavily  dependent 
on  Soviet  subsidies,  and  they  con- 
tinue to  help  Soviet  policy  in  various 
ways.  But  the  Russians  can  no  long- 
er expect  instant  obedience.  What  is

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longer  rely  on  freedom  from  criti- 
cism. A  number  of  Communist  Par- 
ties did  criticize  the  Soviet  leaders 
when  the  Russians  and  their  satel- 
lites invaded  Czechoslovakia  in  1968, 
and  got  away  with  it.  In  recent  years, 
even  a  party  as  traditionally  subserv- 
ient as  the  French  Communist  Party 
has  publicly  pilloried  the  Soviet  par- 
ty for  its  ill-treatment  of  dissidents. 

Moreover,  tens  or  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  young  people  who  in 
the  old  days  would  have  joined  their 
local  Communist  Parties  have  turned 
instead  to  Trotskyist  or  Maoist 
groups,  or  embarked  on  a  career  of 
terrorism.  Here  again,  we  must  be 
careful  to  get  our  facts  right.  The 
Soviet  secret  police  and  spy  system, 
the  KGB,  and  the  whole  vast  appara- 
tus of  Soviet  subversion  world-wide, 
have  been  more  successful  than  is 
realized  in  establishing  indirect  con- 
trol over  these  dissident  groups,  for 
instance  by  giving  them  money  or 
arms  or  providing  training  in  terror- 
ism in  special  camps  in  the  USSR. 
But  all  this  represents  an  unwelcome 
drain  on  Soviet  resources:  it  was  so 
much  easier  in  Stalin's  day  when 
revolutionaries  all  over  the  world  did 
as  they  were  told. 

3.  The  truth.  The  Soviet  regime 
operates  a  closed  system,  a  top  secret 
State.  That  is  because  it  is  so  vul- 
nerable to  the  truth.  The  Western 
negotiators  at  the  conferences  of 
Geneva  and  Helsinki  some  years  ago 
tried  very  hard  to  persuade  the  Rus- 
sians to  ease  up  on  their  watertight 
restrictions  on  the  flow  of  news  and 
information,  but  the  results  were 
negligible.  The  regime  still  controls 
the  media  and  only  allows  a  tiny 
trickle  of  uncontrolled  news  to  come 
in  from  the  outside  world. 

From  their  standpoint,  the  Soviet 
leaders  are  right,  for  they  are  well 
aware  that  their  regime  could  not 
expect  to  survive  if  the  floodgates 
were  opened. 

4.  The  dissidents.  In  Stalin's  day, 
one  didn't  even  have  to  be  a  dissident 
to  be  deported  to  Siberia,  or  tortured 
or  murdered.  In  Khrushchev's  day 
the  regime  relaxed  slightly  but  no- 
ticeably if  only  because  the  Soviet 
leaders  themselves  didn't  want  to 
live  in  the  shadow  of  sudden  death. 
But  today,  there  is  something  new  to 
worry  about:  for  the  first  time  since 
1917,  the  dissidents  in  the  USSR  are 
organized.  Despite  all  efforts  by  the 
KGB,  underground  typewritten  news 
sheets  (known  as  samizdat,  meaning 
self -published)  continue  to  circulate, 
and  are  revived  if  temporarily  sup- 
pressed. In  the  face  of  persecution 
that  courageous  man,  Andrei  Sak- 
harov,  a  great  scientist,  continues  to

draw  the  world's  attention  to  viola- 
tions of  human  rights  in  his  country. 

5.  The  Non-Russians.  The  USSR 
is  the  old  Czarist  empire  under  an- 
other name.  The  Great  Russians 
dominate  this  empire,  but  their  domi- 
nation is  increasingly  resented  in  the 
non-Russian  Republics  and  regions — 
in  the  Ukraine,  in  the  former  Baltic 
republics,  in  Georgia  and  Armenia, 
and  in  the  vast  muslim  areas  of 
Tadjikistan,  Kirghizia,  and  Uzebe- 
kistan.  There  are  resistance  move- 
ments in  a  number  of  areas. 

6.  The  East  Europeans.  The  Com- 
munist regimes  in  Eastern  Europe 
were  set  up  by  Stalin  by  force  or  the 
threat  of  force.  Anti-Russian  and 
anti-communist  feelings  are  strong. 
The  Russians  know  very  well  that 
these  regimes  would  collapse,  espe- 
cially in  Poland,  Hungary  and  East 
Germany,  if  the  Soviet  forces  were 
withdrawn.  Even  Ceausescu  of  Ru- 
mania, who  gets  away  with  an  inde- 
pendent line  because  he  maintains  a 
rigidly  Stalinist  regime  at  home, 
must  be  aware  that  without  Soviet 
power  in  the  background,  his  days  in 
power  would  be  numbered. 

7.  China.  When  Mao  Tse-tung 
and  the  Communists  came  to  power 
in  China  in  1949,  Mao  went  to  Mos- 
cow to  plead  for  Soviet  help,  and 
signed  an  alliance  treaty  with  Stalin. 
For  years,  the  Chinese  were  content 
to  accept  semi-satellite  status.  Then 
in  1961,  they  expelled  their  Soviet 
advisers  and  split  with  Moscow.  The 
new  team  in  power  in  Peking  seems, 
if  anything,  even  more  anti-Soviet 
than  was  Mao.  The  Soviets  are  too 
strong  militarily  to  be  much  worried 
by  Chinese  power.  But  a  China 
armed  and  supplied  by  the  West 
could  be  a  formidable  factor.  The 
Russians  cannot  ignore  it.  Moreover, 
so  long  as  the  Chinese  regime  gets 
away  with  its  denunciations  of  Sovi- 
et communism,  the  appeal  of  the 
Soviet  model  is  still  further  weak- 
ened. 

These,  then,  are  the  Soviet  weak- 
nesses, briefly  catalogued.  What  can 
we  do  about  them? 

There  are  two  alternative  answers 
to  this  fateful  question.  One  is  that  if 
we  go  on  as  we  now  are,  nothing  of 
any  real  significance  can  be  done. 
We  are  losing  the  Third  World 
War,  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  years 
before  the  Soviet  Union  totally  iso- 
lates the  United  States  and  finds  it- 
self in  a  position  to  dictate  U.S. 
foreign  policy,  having  imposed  its 
will  on  Western  Europe  and  most  of 
the  civilized  world. 

The  other  answer  is  this:  if  the 
U.S.  and  its  closest  allies  see  the 
facts  as  they  really  are,  draw  the 
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right  conclusions  and  will  the  neces- 
sary means,  the  whole  situation  can 
be  transformed  within  a  year  or  two. 
Not  only  can  the  Soviet  advance  be 
halted  and  reversed,  but  the  regime 
itself,  despite  its  formidable  subver- 
sive and  repressive  power,  can  be 
brought  to  the  edge  of  collapse  and 
disintegration.  It  is  really  up  to  us. 

I  am  a  non-American,  but  I  visit 
this  country  several  times  a  year.  I 
know  there  is  no  substitute  for  Amer- 
ican leadership  and  since  this  maga- 
zine, with  its  mass  readership  is  giv- 
ing me  hospitality,  I  am  going  to  be 
blunt. 

In  actual  and  latent  economic 
strength,  the  U.S.  is  far  stronger 
than  the  USSR.  In  technology  it  is 
years  ahead.  The  West  as  a  whole, 
plus  Japan,  is  several  times  as 
strong,  economically  and  technolog- 
ically, than  the  Soviet  empire  as  a 
whole.  Here  are  some  of  the  things 
the  U.S.  could  do: 

— We  should  stop  listening  to  those 
who  appease  the  Soviet  Union. 

— The  U.S.  Congress  should  deci- 
sively reject  the  SALT  II  Treaty. 

— The  Administration  should  pro- 
pose a  defense  budget  that  would 
enable  the  U.S.  to  regain  its  rightful 
position  as  No.  1. 

— The  American  people  should  tell 
the  intellectual  establishment  of  the 
East  Coast  that  enough  is  enough. 
The  orgy  of  guilt  and  self-flagellation 
over  Vietnam  and  Watergate  must 
end.  America  cannot  defend  itself 
against  Soviet  challenge,  either  at 
home  or  abroad,  if  the  CIA  and  FBI 
are  crippled,  as  both  are  by  existing 
regulations  and  especially  by  the  In- 
formation and  Privacy  Acts. 

— Having  restored  the  CIA  and 
FBI  to  strength  and  efficiency,  ac- 
tion should  be  taken  to  expel  the 
Soviet  spies  who  pullulate  in  the  UN 
headquarters  and  on  Capitol  Hill, 
and  a  vast  campaign,  commensurate 
with  the  job,  should  be  launched  to 
thwart  the  Soviet  surrogates  in  Afri- 
ca, the  Middle  East  and  elsewhere, 
and  eventually  to  destabilize  not 
only  the  Soviet  Empire,  but  the 
Soviet  regime  itself. 

— Meanwhile,  all  sales  of  technol- 
ogy to  the  Soviet  Union,  and  all 
forms  of  financial  assistance  should 
be  banned.  Grain  deliveries  should 
be  made  conditional  on  the  with- 
drawal of  the  Cubans  and  East  Ger- 
mans from  Africa,  or  similar  conces- 
sions elsewhere. 

All  of  these  things  are  possible, 
and  most  of  them  could  be  accom- 
plished quickly.  The  Russians  are 
not  ten  feet  tall.  They  can  be  deci- 
sively defeated.  All  that  is  needed  is 
clear  sight  and  a  strong  will.  ■

over  the  crest  of  a  hill  with  your  high 
beams  on,  though. 

They'll  dazzle  and  possibly  dis- 
orient the  oncoming  driver.  More- 
over, by  approaching  with  your  high 
beams  on,  you  may  not  pick  up  the 
other  vehicle's  headlight  reflections 
or  halo. 

But  it's  a  good  idea  to  flick  your 
high /low  beams  a  couple  of  times  to 
warn  any  oncoming  vehicle  you  can't 

see. 

Safety  experts  say  that  when  a 
driver  is  alerted  to  the  nearby  pres- 
ence of  another  vehicle  that  hasn't 
come  into  view  yet,  as  on  a  blind 
curve,  he'll  tend  to  be  on  the  defen- 
sive more. 

Used  wisely,  headlights  are  a 
means  of  communication  between 
night  drivers. 

Nowhere  is  this  more  true  than 
when  you're  planning  to  pass  a  ve- 
hicle in  front  of  you.  A  quick  flick 
of  your  lights  will  alert  the  driver  in 
front  of  you  you're  about  to  go 
around.  Put  your  turn  signal  on,  too. 

How  closely  should  you  follow 
someone? 

In  daylight,  it's  recommended  that 
there  be  at  least  150  feet  between 
vehicles  at  50  miles  per  hour.  That's 
about  the  distance  between  two  util- 
ity poles.  Safety  experts  recommend 
that  distance  be  increased  by  at  least 
25  percent  to  50  percent  at  night, 
depending  on  your  vision. 

It's  also  advisable  to  reduce  speed 
by  at  least  10  percent. 

If  you're  traveling  at  50,  you'll 
need  about  186  feet,  or  ten  car 
lengths,  in  which  to  stop.  But  if 
you're  moving  at  70  miles  an  hour, 
you're  going  to  need  somewhere 
around  372  feet,  or  20  car  lengths, 
to  stop. 

In  other  words,  increasing  your 
speed  by  just  20  miles  an  hour  (50  to 
70)  doubles  your  stopping  distance. 

What  makes  speeding  at  night  dan- 
gerous is  that  your  depth  perception 
is  reduced.  You  may  have  trouble 
estimating  the  distance  and  speed  of 
other  vehicles. 

In  addition,  you  may  have  a  visual 
impairment  known  as  anisocoria.  It 
affects  approximately  one  in  five 
drivers. 

With  this  condition  one  pupil  is 
notably  larger  than  the  other  pupil. 
And  the  smaller  pupil  can't  ad- 


mit as  much  light  as  the  other  larger 
pupil.  So  if,  say,  the  right  pupil  were 
smaller  than  the  left  pupil,  a  vehicle 
that  moves  across  the  road  from 
right  to  left  will  appear  to  be  farther 
away  than  it  really  is.  Going  from  left 
to  right,  the  vehicle  would  appear 
closer. 

"Next  to  reduced  visual  acuity,  I 
consider  depth  perception  to  be  a  ma- 
jor problem  of  night  driving,"  warns 
optometrist  Dr.  Paul  E.  Moore.  "I 
don't  know  of  any  special  techniques 
for  developing  it  either,"  he  adds. 

Another  visual  impairment  that 
hampers  depth  perception  is  pro- 
tanopia. 

To  a  protanopic  driver  the  color 
red  seems  hazy  and  indistinct.  An- 
other vehicle's  tail  lights  will  look 
small  and  seem  farther  away  than 
they  really  are. 

As  a  result,  he'll  tailgate  other  ve- 
hicles at  night.  Motorcycles,  with 
their  single,  relatively  small  tail 
lights  are  particularly  vulnerable  to 
protanopic  motorists.  If  you  find 
yourself  frequently  jamming  on  the 
brakes  to  avoid  running  into  the 
back  endv  of  someone,  have  a  thor- 
ough eye  examination. 

Vitamin  A  deficiency  can  be  re- 
sponsible to  some  degree  for  "night 
blindness." 

But  as  Dr.  Moore  is  quick  to  point 
out:  "Huge  doses  of  vitamin  A  will 
not  effect  significant  improvement  in 
vision  at  night  if  a  serious  visual  im- 
pairment exists." 

Too  much  vitamin  A  can  be  toxic. 

Even  Mother  Nature  can  con- 
tribute to  the  hazards  of  night  driv- 
ing. Take  fog.  How  do  you  handle  it? 

First,  get  your  speed  down.  Keep 
your  eyes  moving.  For  it's  easy  to 
become  disoriented  by  staring  at  any 
one  point  for  more  than  two  or  three 
seconds. 

Stay  on  low  beams.  High  beams 
will  only  bounce  back  into  your  eyes. 
A  rule-of-thumb  guide  for  determin- 
ing how  fast  to  drive  is  to  look  for 
some  reflectorized  sign.  Divide  its 
distance  from  you  by  four.  That's 
about  how  far  you'll  be  able  to  see 
something  that  doesn't  reflect  light, 
such  as  a  darkly  attired  pedestrian. 

Use  the  centerlines  in  the  highway 
as  a  guide,  too,  for  staying  on  course. 

Other  dangers  abound  to  trap  the 
unwary  night  driver.  Alcohol  is  one. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  magical 
formula  for  telling  how  much  alcohol 
a  motorist  can  consume  before  it 
affects  his  driving  skills. 

The  critical  level  for  most  people  is 
.08  percent  of  alcohol  in  the  blood- 
stream, and  two  shots  of  whiskey 


can  produce  that  percentage  in 
about  one  hour. 

Alcohol  is  dangerous  because  it's 
absorbed  immediately  into  the  blood- 
stream and  just  one  ounce  of  it  can 
noticeably  affect  your  night  driving, 
if  you're  tired.  Also,  too  much  alcohol 
can  produce  tunnel  vision. 

What  happens  is  that  peripheral 
vision  decreases  until  the  affected 
driver  can  see  only  straight  ahead  in 
a  narrow  zone. 

Even  smoking  can  impair  night  vi- 
sion. It  creates  carbon  monoxide 
which  interferes  with  the  body's  sup- 
ply of  oxygen.  Because  blood  has  an 
affinity  200  times  greater  for  carbon 
monoxide  than  for  oxygen,  there  are 
fewer  red-blood  cells  available  for 
absorption  of  the  oxygen. 

Heavy  smokers  can  suffer  from 
asthenopia.  It  occurs  when  a  combi- 
nation of  smoking  and  eyestrain  from 
driving  fatigue  causes  a  dimming  of 
vision. 

Ordinary  drugs  are  other  hazards 
to  the  night  driver.  Drugs  used  to 
treat  colds  can  contain  ingredients 
like  antihistamines  which  produce 
drowsiness,  inattention,  confusion, 
and  visual  impairment.  Tranquilizers, 
sedatives,  and  barbiturates,  can  in- 
duce symptoms  similar  to  alcoholism. 

Pep  pills  are  favored  by  some 
drivers  who  must  drive  extensively 
at  night.  This  drug  form  contains  a 
dangerous  substance,  amphetamine. 
It  can  produce  headaches,  dizziness, 
irritability,  fatigue,  and  severe  loss 
of  visual  perception. 

A  couple  of  drinks  combined  with 
a  drug  prescription  can  turn  the  best 
driver  into  the  greatest  threat  on  the 
road. 

Rural  roads  present  a  unique 
danger  to  night  drivers,  deer.  They're 
unpredictable.  They'll  often  cross 
your  path  when  you  least  expect 
them.  And  you  never  know  from 
which  direction  they'll  appear. 
They'll  scramble  down  steep  hills  or 
through  thick  brush.  Sometimes,  daz- 
zled by  headlights,  they'll  stop  right 
in  the  road. 

Deer  are  difficult  to  see  except 
for  one  feature,  their  eyes.  They  glow 
in  the  dark.  Look  for  shiny  objects 
like  small  flashlights  or  reflectors 
glowing.  And  when  one  deer  crosses 
your  path,  watch  it;  several  more  may 
be  close  behind. 

Now  what  can  you  do  to  make  your 
car  safer  to  operate  at  night? 

For  one,  keep  the  headlights  clean. 
Have  them  checked  for  proper  align- 
ment, too.  A  headlight  out  of  align- 
ment two  degrees  will  lose  a  third 
of  its  lighting  effectiveness.  Keep

tail  lights  and  sidemarkers  clean  and 
in  working  order.  Replace  burned  out 
bulbs  immediately. 

If  you're  a  heavy  smoker,  clean 
the  film  off  the  inside  of  the  wind- 
shield regularly. 

Also  make  sure  there  is  a  full  sup- 
ply of  windshield  washer  solvent.  Use 
it  often  to  keep  the  windshield  clean. 

Replace  worn  wiper  blades.  The 
last  thing  you  need  on  a  rainy  night 
is  a  smeared  windshield. 

Now,  think  about  this  terrifying 
possibility.  You're  driving  along  and 
the  headlights  suddenly  go  out!  What 
do  you  do?  First,  try  the  other  set  of 
beams.  They  may  still  work.  If  not, 
get  the  four-way  flashers  on.  They'll 
provide  intermittent  illumination. 

In  built-up  areas  there  may  be 
enough  illumination  from  store 
fronts,  billboards,  or  street  lights  to 
help  you  pull  off  the  road. 

If  you're  on  a  pitch-dark  road,  try 
not  to  panic.  Unless  you're  on  a 
curve,  hold  the  steering  wheel  cen- 
tered, and  pump — not  jam — the 
brakes,  to  avoid  a  skid.  Then  with 
the  flashers  or  left-turn  signal  on,  you 
may  be  able  to  pick  up  the  center 
or  berm-side  lines  on  the  road.  If 
there  are  no  painted  lines,  try  to  pick 
up  the  berm-side  edge  of  the  road 
with  the  right  turn  signal. 

And  providing  there's  no  other 
traffic  nearby,  you  can  use  the  back- 
up lights  (if  operable)  to  back  up 
to  a  safe  spot  off  the  road. 

Keep  a  flashlight  (with  fresh  bat- 
teries) within  reach.  Clamp  it  to  the 
steering  post  or  to  the  bottom  of  the 
dash. 

To  signal  other  drivers,  hold  it  in 
your  left  hand  and  lean  out  the  door 
so  you  can  direct  the  light  at  the 
left-rear  fender.  Shake  or  wiggle  the 
flashlight  to  make  it  more  noticeable. 

When  parked  off  the  road,  keep 
some  illumination  on  the  car.  Dome 
light,  flashers,  or  interior  lights, 
something.  Get  out  of  the  car.  And 
hold  the  flashlight  at  waist  level, 
flicking  it  back  and  forth.  Don't 
swing  it  overhead  with  long,  slow 
arcs.  It's  not  as  noticeable  as  moving 
it  in  short  arcs. 

Flares  should  be  set  up  100  to  300 
feet  behind  your  car,  100  feet  in  front. 
If  you  have  no  flares  or  illumination 
in  or  on  the  car,  put  something  re- 
flective on  it.  Whatever  you  do,  don't 
sit  in  a  darkened  car.  Unless  you're 
well  off  the  road  and  have  some  il- 
lumination, don't  ever  try  to  fix  a 
flat  tire,  either. 

Yes,  night  driving  is  dangerous. 
But  you  can  minimize  that  danger 
considerably  by  employing  the  tech- 
niques in  this  article.  ■

to  signal  the  battle  for  Sicily  was  on. 
That  morning  the  11th  Field  disem- 
barked on  the  Dime-Force  Beach 
near  Gela.  The  beach-head  was  so 
narrow  the  men  had  to  dig  in  at  wa- 
ter's edge.  All  day  long  they  were 
under  sporadic  attack  by  German 
planes  which  were  intent  on  wiping 
out  the  beach-head  and  the  ships  in 
the  area.  That  night  infantrymen  ran 
crazily  ashore  with  their  guns  cocked 
to  shoot  the  enemy — and  what  they 
found  were  the  Fielders  sitting  by 
their  foxholes. 

In  the  midst  of  this  an  officer 
dashed  up  in  the  darkness  and 
shouted,  "What  outfit  are  you?" 

"The  11th  Field." 

The  officer  was  overjoyed.  "My 
God!  At  last!  We  need  you  guys. 
Where's  your  guns?" 

"Guns!  We're  the  11th  Field  Hos- 
pital, not  artillery." 

He  let  out  a  scream.  "Hospital,  for 
God's  sake!  They're  just  unloading 
the  infantry!" 

On  July  13, 1943  the  11th  Field  set 
up  its  first  hospital  in  Gela.  In  the 
next  20  days  it  moved  nine  times 
but  couldn't  keep  up  with  the  front. 
The  hospital  just  wasn't  mobile 
enough,  but  the  Fielders  were  work- 
ing on  the  problem.  With  every  move 
innovations  were  put  into  practice. 
To  lighten  truck  loads  and  the  num- 
ber of  trucks  necessary  to  move  each 
hospital  unit,  only  the  barest  of 
necessities  for  good  shock  and  surgi- 
cal care  were  loaded.  The  remainder 
was  left  with  headquarters  which 
would  supply  the  units  on  a  daily 
basis.  To  reduce  set-up  time,  packing 
cases  were  converted  into  cupboards 
with  removable  doors:  set  Ward  Case 
A  on  its  end,  remove  the  door  and 
immediately  it  became  a  nursing  sta- 
tion with  all  of  its  necessary  sup- 
plies. The  by-word  was  streamline, 
streamline,  streamline. 

On  July  30,  1943  the  11th  Field 
Hospital  officially  became  the  world's 
first  truly  mobile  field  hospital.  It 
reorganized  into  a  headquarters  unit 
and  three  full-fledged  hospital  units. 
Each  of  the  hospital  units  would 
provide  the  administration,  the  equip- 
ment and  the  nursing  care.  Skilled 
teams  of  personnel  would  be  attached 
as  required  to  perform  the  surgery. 
The  concept  for  the  mobile  hospital 
was  born  in  Sicily  but  the  11th  would 
further  refine  the  idea  in  Italy  and 
prove  it  out  in  France. 


The  11th  not  only  experimented 
and  brought  about  the  mobile  field 
hospital  but  it  also  was  a  test  unit 
for  a  most  famous  drug — penicil- 
lin. Gas  gangrene  was  a  great  killer 
during  the  early  stages  of  the  war. 
When  a  case  was  diagnosed  the  pa- 
tient was  cared  for  in  an  isolation 
tent,  with  the  nursing  personnel  wear- 
ing surgical  gowns,  gloves  and  masks. 
When  the  patient  recovered  or  died, 
the  tent  was  torn  down,  turned  inside 
out  so  its  interior  could  be  scrubbed 
down  with  a  strong  antiseptic  solu- 
tion and  left  in  the  open  air  for  days. 
As  penicillin  became  more  available 
the  death  rate  from  gas  gangrene 
plunged.  The  11th  first  used  penicil- 
lin in  Cesaro,  Sicily  in  August  1943. 
The  llth's  last  case  of  gas  gangrene 
was  treated  in  Unit  Ill's  set-up  at 
Horseshoe  Bend,  Highway  6  near 
Cassino,  in  January  1944. 

In  Italy  the  11th  refined  the  hos- 
pital set-up.  Tentage  for  the  hospital 
until  Italy  had  been  free-standing, 
every  tent  standing  on  its  own.  With 
Italy's  damp,  cold  winter  weather  a 
means  had  to  be  found  to  cut  down 
the  need  for  carrying  patients  out- 
doors from  surgery,  for  example,  to 
the  ward.  The  solution  was  simple; 
join  the  tents.  But  it  took  several 
set-ups  to  get  the  right  combination 
of  tents.  Finally  one  set-up  was  found 
to  be  the  most  efficient,  the  cross.  A 
pyramidal  tent  was  erected  as  a  traf- 
fic center,  another  pyramidal  was  tied 
in  to  become  admitting,  and  on  the 
other  three  sides  ward  tents  were  tied 
in  for  shock  treatment/ X-ray,  sur- 
gery and  ward.  Thus  all  medical  ser- 
vices were  available  without  going 
outside.  With  this  innovation  a  unit 
could  tear  down  in  half  an  hour, 
move  on  to  a  new  location  and  start 
accepting  patients  within  10  min- 
utes, the  time  it  took  to  set  up  the 
two  pyramidals  and  the  shock  /X-ray 
tent. 

The  "holding  unit"  was  developed 
through  necessity.  On  June  2,  1944, 
all  three  hospital  units  were  set  up 
in  the  fast-moving  drive  north  of 
Rome.  It  was  necessary  for  Unit  I 
to  move  up,  but  it  had  one  critical 
patient  who  couldn't  be  evacuated 
to  the  rear.  Movement  would  mean 
certain  death  for  him.  Unit  I  did 
move  on.  It  left  the  patient  in  an 
officer's  tent  with  all  his  medical 
needs  and  attended  by  a  doctor,  nurse

other  suggested  the  money  go  to 
"build  a  library . . .  ample  and  dura- 
ble as  the  Union;  a  vast  storehouse 
.  .  .of  all  the  facts  which  make  up 
the  history  of  man  and  of  nature . . . 
and  a  fire  to  sit  by." 

Representative  Robert  Dale  Owen 
of  Indiana  minced  no  words  deliver- 
ing his  opinion  of  grand  libraries. 
They  were  merely  "petty  antiquarian 
triumphs"  and  "clouds  of  windy  ver- 
biage." He  suggested  instead,  "a 
laboratory  and  a  normal  school  for 
training  teachers  in  the  practical  arts 
and  elementary  science." 

That  idea,  in  turn,  drew  criticism 
from  Representative  G.  P.  Marsh  of 
Vermont,  a  strong  library  advocate. 

And  so  it  went — for  months  on  end. 

Finally,  in  July,  1846,  after  the 
impasse  had  raged  for  nearly  eight 
years,  Congress  passed  an  act  that 
had  a  little  bit  of  everything  for 
everybody.  The  bill  squeaked  through 
the  House  by  a  vote  of  85  to  76,  and 
in  the  Senate  26  to  13. 

The  Smithsonian  Institution  was  to 
house  a  museum,  a  research  library 
of  scientific  materials,  a  chemical 
laboratory,  a  general  research  li- 
brary, an  art  gallery,  and  several  lec- 
ture rooms. 

President  James  Polk  signed  the 
act  in  August,  1846.  Under  its  terms, 
only  the  interest  paid  by  the  U.S. 
Treasury— about  $30,000  a  year- 
could  be  used  to  operate  and  erect 
the  infant  Smithsonian  in  a  building 
"of  plain  and  durable  materials.  . . 
without  unnecessary  ornamentation." 

The  principal  was  never  to  be 
touched.  This  was  Adams'  doing,  for 
he  was  determined  to  stash  away  the 
trust  beyond  the  reach  of  possible 
betrayals. 

Overseeing  the  project  was  a  board 
of  regents  composed  of  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  United  States,  the 
Vice  President,  three  congressmen, 
three  senators,  and  six  private  citi- 
zens of  whom  two  had  to  be  District 
of  Columbia  residents  and  the  other 
four  each  from  a  different  state — the 
composition  of  the  board  to  this  day. 
Any  money  left  over  from  the  inter- 
est, Congress  declared,  could  be  used 
by  the  regents  to  promote  "the  pur- 
pose of  the  testator"  as  they  saw  fit. 

On  November  30,  1846,  the  regents 
hired  James  Renwick  Jr.,  a  renowned 
architect  of  churches  and  cathedrals, 
to  design  "a  large  and  dignified  struc- 
ture" that  was  to  cost  no  more  than 
$242,000.  The  cornerstone  was  laid 
May  1,  1847.   (Renwick's  master- 


April  1979 


piece,  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral  in  New 
York  City,  came  later.)  The  Smith- 
sonian was  completed  in  1855  and  the 
somewhat  remote  location — an  entire 
mile  from  the  center  of  the  city — 
didn't  diminish  a  Washingtonian's 
pride  in  the  oddly  romantic  red  stone 
castle  that  looked  so  magnificent  in 
a  community  of  wooden  houses,  un- 
paved  streets,  and  mud-splattered 
sidew^l^s. 

It  didn't  take  the  new  institution 
long  to  get  into  the  publishing  busi- 
ness. 

In  1848,  the  organization  printed 
its  first  scientific  work,  "Smithsonian 
Contributions  to  Knowledge."  Need- 
less to  say,  they  have  been  at  it  ever 
since. 

By  the  early  1850s,  the  institution 
established  a  group  of  volunteer 
weather  observers — later  known  as 
the  U.S.  Weather  Bureau.  Another 
early  act  was  the  first  systematic 
study  of  the  American  Indian,  a  vol- 
ume of  work  that  had  become  so  vast 
by  1879  that  the  government  consoli- 
dated the  reports  by  creating  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey.  And  a  project 
dealing  with  the  spawning  habits  of 
fish  grew  into  the  Bureau  of  Fish- 
eries. 

It  did  not  take  long  for  the  Smith- 
sonian to  become  not  only  known 
but  respected  throughout  the  scien- 
tific world. 

Todav,  the  Smithsonian  is  no  less 
impressive.  The  small  museum  that 
began  with  only  one  exhibit — a  min- 
eral collection  inherited  from  Smith- 
son — is  now  a  spate  of  buildings  that 
bulge  with  every  sort  of  object  found 
on,  under,  near,  and  high  above  the 
earth. 

Many  of  the  exhibited  items  stem 
from  the  more  than  2,000  expeditions 
which  the  Smithsonian  has  either 
supported  or  sponsored  over  the 
years.  When  Teddy  Roosevelt  set  off 
on  his  famed  African  safari  in  1909, 
he  went  as  a  Smithsonian  volunteer 
with  a  long  list  of  targets  drawn  ud 
bv  the  museum  staff.  The  old  Rough 
Rider  did  a  remarkable  job  and  re- 
turned home  with  skms  of  56  differ- 
ent animals,  many  of  which  are  still 
on  display.  Tn  recent  years,  Smith- 
sonian anthropologists  were  living 
among  a  near-extinct  Brazilian  tribe, 
an  archeoloeist  w?s  excavating  in 
Mexico,  a^d  a  marine  biologist  was 
cruising  the  Indian  Ocean. 

Such  extensive  footwork  has  pro- 
duced a  snectacularlv  large  collec- 
tion of  specimens  Three  million 
plants,  some  300.000  animals  a^d 
500.000  birds,  13  million  fossils,  16 
million  insects,  and  most  of  the  1,800 
kinds  of  minerals  in  the  world  all  can 
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be  seen  at  the  Smithsonian. 

But  these  collections  are  more  than 
mere  statistics.  Oil  companies,  for  ex- 
ample, frequently  study  the  fossils 
for  a  clue  to  the  geological  age  of 
the  strata  samples  from  which  they 
pump  oil,  and  zoologists  are  able  to 
study  the  remains  of  extinct  animals 
— thus  protecting  animals  of  today 
from  a  similar  fate. 

Mementos  in  the  Museum  of  His- 
tory and  Technology  include  antique 
autos,  fire  engines,  and  trains.  Here, 
too,  are  Edison's  original  light  bulbs, 
a  compass  used  by  Lewis  and  Clark, 
campaign  buttons,  10  million  stamps, 
the  writing  desk  on  which  Jefferson 
drafted  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence, Ben  Franklin's  printing  press, 
Whitney's  cotton  gin,  inaugural 
gowns  worn  by  each  of  the  nation's 
first  ladies,  the  steering  wheel  of  the 
battleship  Maine,  and  an  assortment 
of  18th  century  underwear. 

Literally  topping  all  else  is  a  50- 
foot-high  display  of  the  original  Star- 
Spangled  Banner.  The  famous  flag, 
once  30-by-42  feet,  now  measures 
only  30-by-24  because  much  of  the 
lower  portion  was  given  away  as  sou- 
venirs long  before  coming  to  the 
Smithsonian  in  1913.  The  red  "v" 
that  straddles  the  fifth  white  stripe  is 
a  mystery  even  to  museum  officials. 


(No  one  knows  who  put  it  there  and, 
if  it  is  a  darn,  why  was  red  thread 
used  instead  of  white?) 

In  the  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory, among  other  things,  are  a  taxi- 
dermic,  12-ton  African  bush  elephant 
(the  largest  land  animal  on  record), 
and  a  stuffed  carrier  pigeon  named 
President  Wilson.  The  pigeon  served 
the  American  Army  in  France  and  on 
November  5,  1918,  delivered  an  im- 
portant message  across  enemy  lines 
even  though  it  had  one  of  its  legs 
shot  off  and  his  breast  pierced  by  a 
bullet.  Then  there's  also  the  44  y2- 
carat  blue  Hope  Diamond. 

In  the  Freer  Gallery,  the  public 
can  enjoy  more  than  12,000  paint- 
ings, sculptures,  and  tapestries. 

And  don't  forget  the  Smithsonian's 
largest  structure  of  all:  The  Air  and 
Space  Museum.  Its  26  exhibit  halls 
hold  the  Bell  X-l  (the  first  plane  to 
fly  faster  than  the  speed  of  sound) , 
the  Enola  Gay,  (it  flew  over  Hiro- 
shima August  6,  1945  with  a  new 
type  of  bomb),  and  200  additional 
missiles  and  aircraft.  Three  aviation 
pioneers  are  also  permanently  at  rest 
at  the  Smithsonian:  The  Kitty  Hawk 
Flyer,  Spirit  of  St.  Louis  and  Apollo 
XI  that  first  took  men  to  the  moon. 

The  Smithsonian  complex  is  filled 
with  so  many  one-of-a-kind  reminders 


from  U.S.  and  world  history  (over 
65  million  at  last  count)  that  one 
could  scarcely  hope  to  see  them  all. 
Its  contents,  which  officials  value  at 
more  than  $1  billion,  is  increasing  at 
the  rate  of  about  one  million  items 
annually. 

To  support  this  incredible  amass- 
ment, its  budget  hovers  around  $50 
million,  40  percent  of  which  is  from 
private  donations,  federal  agency 
contracts,  and  interest  on  Smithson's 
original  bequest.  The  remaining  60 
percent  comes  from  Congressional 
appropriations.  Yet,  the  Smithsonian 
is  not  a  government  agency  despite 
the  fact  that  many  of  its  2,600  em- 
ployees are  under  Civil  Service. 

Still  another  building  recently 
opened  to  the  public  is  the  National 
Armed  Forces  Museum  "to  commem- 
orate and  display  the  contributions 
made  by  the  nation's  military  forces 
to  maintain  a  free,  peaceful,  and  in- 
dependent society  and  culture  in  the 
United  States  of  America,"  according 
to  a  Smithsonian  official. 

Which  only  goes  to  prove  that 
there's  more  than  one  way  to  pro- 
mote, "the  increase  and  diffusion  of 
knowledge  among  men." 

James  Smithson  would  undoubt- 
edly approve  of  how  his  money  is  be- 
ing spent.  ■

and  corpsman.  Usually  a  doctor  did 
not  remain  behind  in  a  holding  unit, 
but  in  this  case  the  patient  was  so 
critical  a  doctor  had  to  be  in  atten- 
dance. Generally  the  team  was  made 
up  of  a  nurse  and  two  corpsmen. 
The  cook  was  the  one  who  cooked  the 
best. 

In  France,  where  the  battleline 
moved  swiftly  up  the  Rhone  Valley 
from  the  invasion  beach,  the  three 
hospital  units  and  seven  holding  units 
were  strung  out  over  a  200-mile 
stretch.  In  this  case  no  doctors  were 
left  behind,  because  there  weren't 
enough  doctors  to  fill  all  the  needs  of 
the  surgical  units.  But  no  patient  suf- 
fered— or  was  lost.  The  nurses, 
backed  by  the  corpsmen,  were  so 
adept  at  their  work  they  could  face 
every  emergency.  One  unit  was  sta- 
tionary for  nearly  a  month,  but  others 
closed  down  in  a  day  or  two. 

The  11th  Field  Hospital  gained  a 
superlative  reputation  for  its  patient 
care  in  Sicily  and  Italy.  And  the 
respect  held  for  it  by  the  fighting 
men  showed  up  when  the  invasion  of 
Southern  France  was  being  planned. 
The  three  divisions  going  in  (the  3rd, 
36th  and  45th)  specifically  requested 
they  be  served  by  the  11th.  The  11th 
could  serve  only  two  and  a  battle 
for  its  services  ensued.  The  36th  and 
45th  won  out. 

After  its  D-Day  landing  in  South- 
ern France,  the  11th  leap-frogged 
through  France  and  Germany  into 
Austria,  with  Unit  III  reaching  the 
furthermost  point,  Kufstein.  After 
V-E  Day  headquarters  and  the  three 
units  came  together  to  open  a  sta- 
tion hospital  in  Ederbach,  Germany. 

Between  April  29,  1943  and  May 
7,  1945  the  11th  was  on  combat 
duty  in  division  areas  20  months, 
spent  three  months  preparing  for  the 
invasions  of  Sicily  and  Southern 
France  and  running  station  hospitals 
for  divisions  pulled  out  of  the  lines 
for  rest  and  recuperation,  and  itself 
had  one  month's  rest  between  the 
Cassino  action  and  the  drive  on 
Rome.  Strangely,  or  perhaps  not  so 
strangely,  the  11th  Field  Hospital 
personnel  rejected  the  three-day  rest 
and  recuperation  leaves  available  to 
them,  preferring  to  be  at  the  front 
where  they  felt  they  were  doing  some- 
thing— and  were  needed.  The  rela- 
tionship between  the  11th  and  the 
fighting  men,  especially  of  the  36th 
and  45th  Divisions,  was  unbelievably 


close.  Even  at  the  11th  Field  Hos- 
pital's first  reunion  in  32  years,  in 
Minneapolis,  1977  that  relationship 
was  movingly  remembered. 

During  its  20  months  in  divi- 
sion areas,  the  hospital's  mobile  units 
were  under  constant  shelling.  Official 
records  show  Unit  III,  which  usually 
worked  in  support  of  the  36th  Infan- 
try Division,  to  be  the  most  battle- 
scarred. 

At  Prensano,  Italy,  its  kitchen  was 
blown  up  by  an  enemy  shell,  with 
shrapnel  puncturing  the  hospital 
proper.  Luckily  only  three  of  the 
personnel  were  slightly  wounded 
(among  them  the  first  nurse  to  be 
wounded  in  Italy.)  Had  the  shell  hit 
30  minutes  later,  during  the  night 
shift's  supper,  at  least  15  Fielders 
would  have  been  killed. 

At  Horseshoe  Bend,  a  little  over 
4,000  yards  from  Cassino  and  the 
Bloody  Rapido  River,  shells  exploded 
constantly  on  the  hills  around  the 
unit,  peppering  the  hospital's  tents 
with  debris.  It  was  here  the  Ger- 
mans most  frequently  used  the  creep- 
ing barrage  technique  of  shelling.  For 
those  not  familiar  with  such  shell- 
ing, the  enemy  fires  a  shell,  raises  his 
gun  sight  a  bit  and  fires  another  shell 
and  again  raises  his  sight.  He's  aim- 
ing at  no  one  person  or  thing.  He's 
just  hoping  to  blow  up  something 
along  the  way.  The  Fielders  could 
listen  to  the  shells  plopping  their 
way,  step  by  step,  and  tell  when  the 
gun  fired  the  shell  that  would  make 
a  direct  hit  on  them  or  barely  miss 
them.  During  all  those  weeks  in 
Horseshoe  Bend  there  were  dozens  of 
near  misses,  but  only  one  casualty, 
a  nurse  who  broke  under  the  pres- 
sure of  wondering  if  the  next  shell 
had  her  name  on  it. 

At  Benevento,  along  with  the  rest 
of  the  11th,  it  set  up  a  station  hospital 
to  serve  divisions  pulled  out  of  the 
Cassino  line  for  rest.  Benevento 
means  "the  good  wind"  but  it  blew 
up  a  storm  and  wiped  out  the  hospi- 
tal, destroying  38  tents.  The  patients 
had  been  safely  evacuated  before  the 
final  blow  struck. 

At  Crest,  France,  along  with  Unit 
I,  it  sat  in  a  valley  protected  from  the 
retreating  19th  German  Army  by  a 
mined  bridge,  one  real  tank,  two 
dummy  tanks  and  a  half-dozen  for- 
ward infantry  men.  The  19th  would 
attempt  to  escape  via  Montelimar, 
to  the  west,  or  via  the  Crest  valley. 
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The  area  around  the  hospital  was 
being  shelled  heavily.  American  news 
reporters  zipped  up  in  a  jeep  and 
asked  if  the  11th  was  going  to  evacu- 
ate. Evacuate?  With  a  hospital  filled 
with  patients?  The  reporters  fled. 
The  11th  stayed.  Fortunately  the  bat- 
tle was  fought  at  Montelimar. 

At  Eloyes  shells  exploded  all 
around  the  hospital.  There  were  no 
direct  hits,  but  standing  inside  the 
hospital  one  could  see  the  sky 
through  shrapnel  tears. 

At  Ribeauville  it  was  surrounded 
by  enemy  troops.  The  hospital  was 
set  up  in  a  schoolhouse  and  was 
filled  to  overflowing.  Buildings  were 
burning  near  the  hospital  and  Allied 
machine-gunners  had  retreated  to  the 
hospital  yard.  Anti-personnel  shells 
were  exploding  directly  over  the  hos- 
pital, driving  shrapnel  through  the 
roof.  Windows  were  breaking  and  the 
ceiling  lights  were  swaying  overhead. 
Dawn  came  and  the  Fielders  were 
ordered  to  attempt  an  evacuation.  It 
did,  and  it  succeeded  because  the 
Germans  held  their  fire  as  the  hos- 
pital convoy,  bumper  to  bumper, 
passed  over  the  road  on  which  every 
moving  vehicle  for  two  days  had 
been  picked  off  by  the  zeroed-in 
German  guns. 

At  Strasbourg  enemy  machine- 
gunners  could  be  heard  moving  in 
closer  and  closer.  The  Fielders  knew 
from  experience  that  the  Germans 
had  broken  through  the  lines  and 
were  heading  into  the  city,  yet  there 
was  no  order  to  evacuate.  All  of  the 
other  American  troops  had  moved 
out.  Only  Unit  III  was  left.  Civilians 
were  turning  over  streetcars,  trucks, 
cars  and  building  anti-tank  barriers 
in  the  streets — and  the  enemy  ma- 
chine-gunners were  at  the  city's  edge. 
Then  three  American  trucks  roared 
up.  U.S.  Army  Headquarters  had 
somehow  forgotten  that  Unit  III 
had  been  attached  to  the  2nd 
French  D.B. 

Like  TV's  M.A.S.H.,  the  11th 
Field  Hospital  had  its  bad  moments, 
but  they  were  surprisingly  few  and 
far  between.  The  TV  show  high- 
lights only  the  hilarity  of  the  mo- 
ments that  kept  the  medics  from 
cracking  up  under  the  strain  of  con- 
stantly battling  to  save  lives  amidst 
exploding  shells.  The  Fielders  and 
the  Mashers  alike — in  truth — had 
more  moments  of  fears  and  tears  than 
laughter.  ■

Read  the  article  in  The 
American  Legion  Magazine  (Novem- 
ber) ,  "Messages  from  the  Next  Cell" 
and  contemplate  what  our  men  went 
through  when  they  were  captured  by 
the  enemy.  Unimaginable  torture  is 
exercised  to  gain  information.  A 
woman  captive  would  be  in  a  more 
perilous  situation.  If  in  doubt,  read 
current  newspaper  accounts  of  crime 
against  women  and  multiply  this  ten- 
fold. If  landed  by  ship  on  an  enemy 
shore,  you  must  wade  through  water 
up  to  your  neck  with  70  to  80  pounds 
of  equipment  strapped  to  your  back, 
a  cartridge  belt  around  your  waist 
loaded  with  firepower.  Your  rifle 
is  held  above  your  head,  the  waves 
keep  pounding  at  you.  You  are  cold, 
wet  and  frightened  to  death.  No 
training  can  prepare  you  for  the  sight 
of  your  friends  falling  dead  and 
wounded  all  around  you.  You  cry  and 
pray  to  God  that  you  make  it  ashore. 
This  is  a  sight  you  will  carry  with 
you  the  rest  of  your  life.  I  have  been 
through  this  experience  and  it  is  my 
prayer  that  no  woman  ever  has  to 
suffer  in  combat.
